HEN I was in Balti- 
more, I lived in what 
real estate agents like 
to call a “transitional 
neighborhood.” Of course, we were 
one of the last neighborhoods to be 
wired for cable. As soon as we were, 
though, I ran to get signed up for the 


“ miracle of multichannel entertain- 


ment. 

Unfortunately, my enthusiasm 
didn’t last long. Before I got my first 
bill, I got a turn-off notice with a 
very terse note informing me that, 
because of my bad payment record, I 
had to go to the cable office in person 
to pay the bill, and I could only pay 
with cash or money order. 

I called immediately. The opera- 
tor assured me there must have been 
a computer problem and that she 
would personally take care of it for 
me. Of course I could pay by check, 
and mailing it would be just fine. 

So I was a happy channel-surfer 
until the next bill came, followed two 
days later by another nasty turn-off 
notice. I called again, received the 
same fine service, and mailed my 
check off within 30 days. 

When it happened again the fol- 
lowing month, I wasn’t going to buy 
any more “computer problem” 
excuses. I demanded to talk to the 
operator’s supervisor, and then to the 
supervisor’s supervisor. She gently 
explained to me that because of my 
zip code, I had automatically been 
put into a “shorter billing cycle.” 

It turns out that my zip code area 
had a “history of payment problems,” 
which forced the cable company to 
require earlier payment than usual. 
But she could tell by talking to me 
that I would be a good credit risk (did 
I sound white enough?) and would be 
happy to personally adjust my billing 
cycle. 

I told her that I would prefer that 
she cancel my cable. I don’t do busi- 
ness with companies that redline. 

Three weeks ago I got a bill from 
Pacific Bell, which I threw into a pile 
with the rest of the bills'I was going 
to pay after the rent. 

I left on a short vacation last 
week, content in my financial solven- 
cy. I came home to a threatening 
message from the phone company on 
my answering machine and a shut-off 
notice in my mail. 

I called and found out that 
because my account was less than a 
year old, I was on a 15-day billing 
cycle, but that the operator would 
stop the shut-off procedure for me 
and that mailing the check would be 
acceptable. 

I’m happy I didn’t get my phone 
shut off, but I can’t help wondering if 
I received that fine service because I 
“sounded” like I was good for the 
money.

Mayor backs 
$70 million 
tax proposal 


1TH Mayor Frank 

Jordan’s tentative 

support, Supervisor 

Carole Migden has 
set the wheels in motion to create a 
new tax that could raise $70 million 
next year for San Francisco — a 
measure that would cover about 
one-third of the city’s projected 
$200 million budget gap. 

The tax, assessed through what 
is euphemistically called a “special 
benefits assessment district,” 
would pay for fire protection. 

In effect, the plan would create a 
citywide property-tax surcharge, 
with all the money allocated to run 
the Fire Department, thereby free- 
ing $70 million for other city ser- 
vices. 

The Fire Department’s current 
$160 million annual budget is paid 
out of the general fund, and the 
remaining $90 million would still 
come out of the general fund. 

Migden has been discussing 
such a tax for weeks, but was hesi- 
tant to proceed until receiving a 
signal that the mayor would sup- 
port such a measure. 

“The fact that the mayor wants 
to do it is the linchpin,” Migden 
said. 

She said she has not yet sur- 
veyed her fellow supervisors about 
their support, but has been told the 
mayor will “build his budget” to 
include the tax. 

The tax is attractive not only 
because it would yield a lot of 
money, but also because it requires 
no voter approval. After a series of 
hearings, it can be imposed by a 
majority vote of the Board of 
Supervisors and the approval of the 
mayor. 

The city must also perform a 
study showing the obvious: that 
property owners benefit from fire 
service. 

Special benefits assessment dis- 
tricts can theoretically be formed 
for just about any service the city 
provides. Many cities fund street 
lighting out of such funds. 

The city could try funding the 
entire Fire Department through the 
assessment district, but that would 
impose too great a burden on prop- 
erty owners, Migden said during a 
meeting of the Tax and Revenue 
Enhancement Subcommittee of the 
Joint Task Force to Resolve the 
City’s Fiscal Crisis, which she 
chairs. 

The tax would be set up ina 
graduated fashion, with smaller 
buildings charged less than larger 
buildings. No figures are available 
yet for what the range of charges 
would be. But if all city property 
owners were charged the same 
amount, they would pay about 
$435 per year per parcel. : 

Migden said she has madea . 
request to the clerk of the board for 
a hearing on the matter.

Cal handball 
layer sues 
Iks Club 


BERKELEY WOMAN 
barred from playing ina 
public handball tourna- 
ment at the all-male San 
Mateo Elks Club has filed a civil 
suit in San Mateo Superior Court 
claiming sexual discrimination. 

Angela Lim, one of the few 
women on the UC Berkeley-affili- 
ated Cal Club handball team, was 
stopped at the door of the Elks 
Lodge last May by an Elks hand- 
ball commissioner, who told her 
the facility wasn’t designed for co- 
ed competitors. 

According to Lim, when a wife 
of one of the competitors also tried 
to get in, Elks members politely 
suggested she give Lim a ride home 
instead. 

Elks Exalted Ruler Bill Thuerer 
said Lim couldn’t reach the court 
because she would have to walk 
through the men’s locker room. 

The spectator area was also off- 
limits, he said, because “the mem- 
bers are used to taking a shower 
and going up into the area and... 
watching further play in their tow- 
els.” 

The Elks organization had been 
open strictly to white males up until 
1973, when it amended its bylaws 
to admit men of color. Women 
have never been allowed to join. 

“The intent of this case isn’t to 
challenge the Elks to open their 
membership to women,” said 
Lim’s attorney, Jacqueline Ortega. 
“It’s about the Elks Club sponsor- 
ing a public event and then closing 
its doors on 50 percent of the pub- 
lic.” 

The lawsuit filed Feb. 10 seeks 
unspecified damages and an 
injunction that prevents the Elks 


from refusing women access to 
nonmember events. 

No hearing date has been set, 
Ortega said. 

After the stand-off, Lim said she 
was distraught because the match 
was a doubles game intended to 
prepare her for national competi- 
tion. 

“There are women governors, 
there are women congresspeople, 
there are women lawyers, and they 
need to know that there are women 
handball players — and good ones 
at that,” said Lim, herself a lawyer. 

In light of Lim’s story, the U.S. 
Handball Association in Tucson, 
Ariz., has elected not to sponsor 
Elks Club tournaments, said associ- 
ation director Vern Roberts. 

And Bill Manning, senior asso- 
ciate director of the Department of 
Athletics and Rec Sports, said UC 
has banned Elks Club teams from. 
playing at Cal. He said the only 
other time a Cal handball player 
was ever turned away from a match 
was about 15 years ago, when 
another Elks Club blocked a black 
player from competing.

Oakland Council 
weighs BART 
police review 


N THE WAKE Of controversy 

over the fatal shooting of Jer- 

told Hall, a 19-year-old 

African American man, by 
European American BART police 
officer Fred Crabtree, Oakland city 
councilmember Ignacio De La 
Fuente introduced a resolution urg- 
ing BART to establish a civilian 
review board. 

As the resolution was about to 
be taken up by the council’s Public 
Safety Committee Feb. 9, De La 
Fuente aide Lewis Cohen said he 
received what he described as “a 
panicked, desperate message” from 
John Christensen, manager of eco- 
nomic development for the Oak- 
land Chamber of Commerce. 

“He said, ‘Please don’t do 
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this,’ ” Cohen told the Bay Guard- 
ian. “He said he’d been struggling 
for a year and a half to convince 
BART to stay in Oakland, and if we 
cause any trouble for them, they’Il 
move.” 

Christensen denied mentioning 
the threat of BART's leaving Oak- 
land. “I did not say that. Absolutely 
not,” Christensen said. 

“I said we were working very 
hard with BART on a number of 
issues — station redesign, an air- 
port connector, and a headquarters 
study they’re doing right now. But 
our issue is the propriety of one 
agency criticizing another agency,” 
he added. 

Christensen did acknowledge 
that he and other Chamber staffers 
were lobbying councilmembers to 
oppose the resolution. 

When the resolution came 
before the Public Safety Commit- 
tee, Dezie Woods-Jones abstained, 
leaving it to committee members 
Nate Miley and Mary Moore to 
send it on to the council. 

Woods-Jones, in explaining her 
stance, echoed BART's line — that 
one public agency shouldn't be 
telling another how to run its 
affairs. “I have some real apprehen- 
sions about it, certainly not from 
the personal and emotional com- 
mitment to the notion of police 
review,” Woods-Jones said a few 
days later. “But from the City 
Council level, my feeling is that it’s 
a jurisdictional question. As messy 
as our backyard is, why are we 
mucking around telling other peo- 
ple what to do?” 

Woods-Jones denied that her 
long political association with 
BART board member Margaret 


_ Pryor had influenced her. She 


acknowledged having talked with 
Pryor, but said their conversation 
was not the deciding factor. 

De La Fuente said he still plans 
to bring the resolution to the coun- 
cil at its Feb. 23 meeting. “We 
think the resolution is construc- 
tive,” he said. “If BART police 
officers are going to carry guns in 
Oakland, they should be account- 
able. We are not asking BART to 
do anything we don’t do ourselves.”

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BofA cutbacks 
spark anger 
and boycott 


ANK OF America’s 
announcement two weeks 
ago that it plans to slash 
employees’ hours and 
cancel their health benefits is part of 
a trend toward a “permanent decline 
in the standard of living for a majori- 
ty of Americans,” said an economist 
for the Association of Bay Area 
Governments (ABAG). 

Bank of America’s “cost-cut- 
ting” at its employees’ expense 
comes after the financial behemoth 
announced a record profit of $1.5 
billion for last year. 

Anecdotal evidence and news 
reports have many customers clos- 
ing their accounts in disgust, with 
the AFL-CIO calling for all its two 
million California members to sever 
connections with the bank. 

The tellers and clerical workers 
whose salaries and benefits will be 
slashed are probably making less 
than $25,000 a year, said Ray Brady, 
an ABAG economist. 

“These are people living close to 
the margins anyway,” Brady said. 
“These are the people who can least 
afford cuts.” 

Peter Donohue, an economist 
teaching at San Francisco City Col- 


lege, said the cuts are part ofatrend ~ 


among banks to carve out ever-larg- 
er profit margins. 

“BofA probably figures there’s 
enough going on like this that people 
have no alternatives, whether they 
are customers or employees,” Dono- 
hue said. “They’re figuring no one’s 
ina position to cause them any trou- 
ble. They feel it will blow over, and 
they will keep on running commer- 
cials with nice fiddle music.” 

The number of employees affect- 
ed was originally said to be 5,000 
statewide, but late last week Bank of 
America said the number of workers 
to lose full-time status would be 
1,200. 

Brady said BofA’s move raises 
serious moral questions. 

“There is a question if a business 
has responsibility to its workers, and 
if that responsibility is just as great 
as its responsibility to its stockhold- 
ers,” he said. “There is a growing 
imbalance that people are going to 
grow increasingly angry ovet.... It 
speaks to the old problem: Is capital 
capital more important or is human 
capital more important?” 

Brady said BofA’s move was 
“part of an ominous trend of 
employers trying to reduce the 
employment base and the amount of 
money they have to pay people.” 

“This is part of the process of the 
intemnationalization of labor,” Brady 
said. “Business no longer has a 
national orientation. They will do 
business where they can find the 
cheapest labor.” 


The Bank of America move, 
taken with the intemationalization 
trend, “suggests we’re in for a per- 
manent decline in the standard of 
living for a majority of Americans,” 
Brady said. 

Donohue noted that while Bank 
of America describes what it is 
doing as “cutting costs,” the nation’s 
second-largest bank is really shifting 
costs — to individuals (employees 
who will now have to pay for their 
own health insurance) and to gov- 
ernment, or taxpayers, who will 
have to pick up the tab for tellers 
who can’t afford to buy insurance on 
wages of $8,000 to $12,000 a year. 

“Plainly, many people won’t get 
coverage,” Donohue said. 

BofA’s announcement that only 
1,200 employees would be affected 
by the cuts “should be taken with a 
grain of salt,” said Richard Becker, 
spokesman for the A Job Is A Right 
campaign, which is conducting 
protests against the bank. “At best, 
they are going to try to phase in the 
reductions. 

“All of labor, everyone who is 
concemed about the way society is 
going, should be concemed by this. 
This is the first time a corporation is 
trying to go entirely part time. If they 
succeed in doing that, what major or 
minor corporation isn’t going to 
look at that and go ‘Hey!’?”

Employees at 
HarperCollins 
push for union 


MPLOYEES OF Harper San 
Francisco, a division of 
HarperCollins Publishing 
Company, stepped outside 
genteel industry traditions last 
December by petitioning for union 
tepresentation by the Communica- 
tions Workers of America (CWA). 
They are now waiting for the 
National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB) to arrange a union election. 
CWA organizer Cliff O’Neill 
said the push to unionize among 
Harper’s 76 nonmanagement 
employees — mostly young col- 
lege-educated European American 
women — stemmed from the failure 
of an informal employees’ advoca- 
cy group set up in March 1990 to 
resolve problems over salaries, 
health benefits, and compulsory 
overtime work. In the last two years, 
O’Neill said, raises have shrunk 
from between 4 and 8 percent to the

3-5 percent range, while health- 


insurance deductibles increased 60 
percent. 

“Book publishing is notorious 
for unpaid overtime,” said Joann 
Moschella, senior editorial assistant 
and member of the union organiz- 
ing committee. Lena Tabori, presi- 
dent of Collins Publishers SF, said 
overtime work is inevitable. “This 
is a creative business, not a uni- 
form, wholesale type of work.” she 
said. A publishing employee’s out- 
put “cannot be measured as can an 
auto painter’s or a garment 
sewer’s.” 

But Moschella pointed out that 
“the publishing business means 
women’s labor,” and said manage- 
ment may be taking advantage of 
the 80 percent female work force. 
Women, she said, still often feel 
they have to prove themselves and 
are reluctant to refuse extra work. 

HCSF, which started with 11 
employees in 1977, has expanded 
to a six-division company publish- 
ing books on religion, social jus- 
tice, feminism, psychology, and 
travel. 

Last summer the company gath- 
ered all six divisions under one 
toof, which changed the office 
atmosphere and contributed to “a 
gradual disenfranchisement of the 
employees,” said Moschella. 

When employees presented their 
union petition to the company 
founder, now senior vice president 
Clayton Carlson, they prefaced it 
with an introduction saying they 
were acting in a “spirit of harmo- 
ny.” The company, however, 
rejected their request for immediate 
union recognition, choosing to 
demand a secret-ballot election, 
Carlson said, to secure “every- 
body’s democratic right to voice 
their individual opinion.” 


WASHINGTOON, 


CWA organizer O’ Neill, how- 
ever, said employers usually insist 
on elections: “Time works to the 
employer’s advantage [because] he 
can prepare his psychological cam- 
paign against the employees’ 
unionizing efforts.” 

Since the union petition, HCSF 
management has held group and 
individual meetings with employ- 
ees, Moschella said, to argue 
against unionization. Last week 
HarperCollins CEO George Craig 
flew in from New York to make an 
impassioned speech to employees, 
repeatedly declaring, “This is war.” 

Tabori told the Bay Guardian 
she feels unions “mechanize and 
institutionalize communication” 
and don’t belong in publishing, 
which can only “flourish in an 
atmosphere of free thinking.” Carl- 
son said he objects to unions draw- 
ing “a line down the middle 
between management and nonman- 
agement,”.and to the “atmosphere 
of regimentation” unions create, 
which he said “is contrary to the 
very spirit of the publishing busi- 
ness.” 

O'Neill countered that the infor- 
mal employee group had been pow- 
erless to resolve workers’ griev- 
ances. “There is no difference 
between white-collar and blue-col- 
lar workers’ wish to unionize when 
it comes to getting contracts in writ- 
ing, which is the basic issue,” he 
said. 

The NLRB is now considering 
union and management views on 
the composition of the bargaining 
unit. The union wants all nonman- 
agement employees in one wall-to- 
wall union, while HCSF seeks to 
split off the computer and financial 
departments, arguing that these are 
managerial. 

After the board rules on that 


issue, it will schedule a secret-bal- 
lot election in which HCSF 
employees will vote on representa- 
tion by the CWA.

The parking-lot problem

HILE THE FBI pursues its outside investigation 
into the fatal shooting of Jerrold Hall, an inter- 
nal review of the BART Police Department is 
moving forward at a snail’s pace. 

Dan Richard, who chairs the BART board’s Adminis- 
tration and Oversight Committee, asked Assistant General 
Manager Ralph Wiley several weeks ago to convene a 
panel of retired police officers from outside the BART sys- 
tem to evaluate the department’s structure and recommend 
possible changes. 

Richard says when he receives the panel’s report, he’ Il 
schedule a hearing and solicit public input. Then he’ Il 
decide whether to press for any substantive reforms, par- 
ticularly in the area of civilian oversight. 

Butas far as I can tell, nobody at BART is in any great 
tush. “I haven’t heard from Wiley in a while,” Richard told 
me Feb. 15. “I was thinking this weekend that it might be 
time to call and find out what’s going on.” 

I’m not sure a crew of retired cops would be my first 
choice for a police-review advisory panel, but then, I’m 
not sure an advisory panel would be my first choice at all. 
You don’t need a task-force report to tell you the basic 
problem: Unlike San Francisco, Berkeley, and Oakland, 
BART has no citizen review board to handle complaints 
against police officers — and unlike almost every major 
police department in the nation, the BART police are not 
directly accountable to any elected official or civilian com- 
mission. The police chief reports to Wiley, who reports to 
General Manager Frank Wilson; the BART board doesn’t 
even approve the chief’s contract, and has no role in moni- 
toring complaints or taking disciplinary action against the 
151 swom officers. 

That stunning lack of accountability didn’t become a 
political issue until BART police officer Fred Crabtree 
shot and killed 19-year-old Jerrold Hall in the Hayward 
station parking lot Nov. 15. Hall died from a shotgun 
wound to the back of the head; he was unarmed and walk- 
ing slowly away when Crabtree fired. 

The Alameda County district attomey ruled that the 
shooting was entirely justified, because Crabtree had been 
told that Hall was a suspect in an armed robbery — the kid 
had allegedly stolen a $60 radio from a passenger ona 
southbound train. But the supposed victim fled the scene 
before giving the police a statement, and an extensive 
search never turned up a gun. 

When I began looking into the shooting, I discovered, 
among other things, that 35 citizen complaints of exces- 
sive force had been filed against BART cops over the past 
five years — and that BART’s Internal Affairs Division 
had dismissed every single one. Overall, citizens filed 122 
complaints; only 13 “minor offense” complaints were sus- 
tained, and BART won’t say what, if any, action was taken 
against the officers involved. Even the letters the depart- 
ment sends out to complainants don’t reveal the results of 
the investigation. 

It gets worse: One man who doesn’t want his name 
used says that when he went to the Lake Merritt police sta- 
tion recently to file a complaint, a BART cop took his 
name and ran a warrant check — to see if there were 
grounds to arrest him. Several witnesses have confirmed 
his story, and BART has never denied it. But when the 
incident came up at a recent BART board meeting, nobody 
on the board seemed the least bit disturbed.

NOT FUNNY, MIKE 


Allacross the country, police departments are moving 
toward independent civilian agencies to investigate citizen 
complaints. It’s hardly a radical concept. Even cops are 
starting to come around: The San Francisco Police Offi- 
cers Association didn’t oppose the creation of an Office of 
Citizen Complaints back in 1982, and for all the grum- 
bling, I’ve never heard a local cop suggest that we abolish 
the Police Commission. 

You want to see what happens when you don’t have 
effective civilian oversight, when a police chief knows he 
can do almost anything he wants without really answering 
to anyone? Check out Los Angeles, and a guy named Dar- 
tyl Gates. 

Then check out a guy named Michael Bernick, who is 
starting his second term representing San Francisco on the 
BART board. He’s also a lawyer, and he’s written a book, 
and he runs a transit institute at UC Berkeley. 

Here’s what this bright light announced on Bruce Pet- 
tit’s Viacom television show last week: 

“T am not in favor of any civilian review [for the BART 
police]... It becomes highly politicized. There are ways 
you can put some oversight without introducing the model 
San Francisco has taken up.” 

Bernick said he worries about undue interference with 
the BART cops. He mentioned “the shooting we had out- 
side the MacArthur station” (actually, a woman who had 
just left the station was abducted several blocks away), and 
proclaimed that “people have to feel safe [in the BART 
system].” 

“Once someone gets in the station, they feel safe,” he 
said. “We have a way to go with the parking lots.” 

I can’t believe he said that. It still makes me wince. 


DUCK AND COVER 

In the meantime, the Oakland City Council is about to take 
up a rather mild resolution calling on the BART board to 
establish a citizen review board for police complaints — 
and opposition is suddenly crawling out of the tunnels. 

The Oakland Chamber of Commerce wants Coun- 
cilmember Ignacio De La Fuente to back off on the mea- 
sure, and is actively lobbying against it. Dezie Woods- 
Jones, who initially supported the resolution, has suddenly 
changed her mind. Mayor Elihu Harris is decidedly dubi- 
ous. For reasons that somehow escape me, BART board 
members like Margaret Pryor, who helped organize the 
campaign to establish Oakland’s police review board, are 
trying hard to crush even a fairly gentle suggestion from 
the leaders of a city in which the BART police are armed 
and on patrol. 

“I think what’s going on,” one veteran observer told 
me, “is that the BART board thinks it can drag its feet on 
this long enough to outlast the activists, and that after a 
while the whole thing will die down.” 

Well, maybe ... but if I were a BART board member, I 
wouldn’t want to stake my career on it. @

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The Maher mess 


N THE SURFACE, it all seems so petty: 
Supervisor Bill Maher is mad 
because his girlfriend, Joanne 
Welsh, might lose her choice job in 
the Police Department press office, so he 
storms into the chief’s office and tells him to 
back off. When Chief Anthony Ribera tells 
Maher to get lost, Welsh announces she’s filing 
sexual harassment charges against her boss. 
Then Ribera charges Maher with violating the 
city charter by interfering with his department’s 
personnel management, and suggests that the 
supervisor might be removed from office. 

In the meantime, Frank Jordan has ignored 
the direct advice of the city attorney and 
appointed Maher’s estranged wife, Kay Yu, to 
the Public Utilities Commission (PUC). We 
agree with Jim Gonzalez: San Francisco gov- 
emment is starting to look like a full-time 
episode of Bill Maher’s dysfunctional family 
drama. 

But it’s not all a joke, and it’s not at all 
funny. 

Sexual harassment is a serious charge — 
and once again, Bill Maher seems quite happy 
to take advantage of the situation to play his 
own sleazy political games. Last fall, it was 
Supervisor Terence Hallinan’s aide, Sukey 
Schwartz, who got dragged into Maher’s dirty 
tricks campaign; now a female police officer is 
the victim. 

The PUC isa serious operation: The five 
members oversee a huge budget and control 
everything from Hetch Hetchy power to the 
price of a Muni ride. The Police Department 
has 1,832 people on the streets with guns and 
badges. And again, Bill Maher has no apparent 
problem turning both agencies into his personal 
political pawns. 

This is exactly what happens to City Hall 
when nobody’s in charge, when the mayor lets 
a few political consultants and back-room 
manipulators make his decisions. It’s a sad 
assessment of Frank Jordan’s first year in office 
— anda frightening statement about the three 
years still to come.

Loosen up, FDA 


NCE AGAIN, the people are leading 

the politicians — this time to chal- 

lenge the monopoly of Western 

medical orthodoxy and pharmaceu- 
tical companies over health care. As Susan 
Gerhard and Sandra Rogin report on Pages 17 
and 19, a diverse movement ranging from 
AIDS activists to traditional herbalists to 
experimenters with megavitamin therapy is 
gaining ground in its push to open health care 
to the contributions of a variety of cultures and 
schools of thought. 

Regulations — and sometimes outright 
repression — by the federal Food and Drug 
Administration reflect, in part, the scientific 
establishment’s distrust of any treatment not 
formulated in its own laboratories. FDA rules 
also protect the financial interests of the phar- 
maceutical corporations the agency is charged 
with regulating. The FDA’s procedures make 
drug approval dependent on drug companies, 
which test only patentable medicines that seem 
likely to add to profits. 

The movement for alternative therapies is 
not anti-science, nor anti-regulation. Rather, it 
is arguing for science to broaden its scope to 
include a range of information it has previously 
excluded. M.D.’s and Ph.D.’s need to unlearn 
the elitism that has taught them only their brand 
of science has anything to contribute to health. 

For example, health scientists should con- 


Department should come as no surprise. From 
the start, Jordan has treated the job of police 
chief as primarily a political position. He hired 
Dick Hongisto as part of a scheme crafted by 
consultant Clint Reilly to open up a new slot for 
a Jordan ally on the Board of Supervisors. After 
the Police Commission fired Hongisto, Jordan 
picked Ribera — again, primarily for political 
reasons. Ribera brings some solid experience to 
the job, as did Hongisto, but the deciding factor 
was never professional qualifications. 

If Jordan wanted the best police chief possi- 
ble, he would have done what most other big 
cities do, and conducted a national search. 
Then he would have given the new chief the 
mandate and independence to whip the depart- 
ment into shape, and Bill Maher would never 
have had this sort of opening. 

But the mayor doesn’t seem capable of 
making independent decisions. He’s created a 
huge power vacuum, and the likes of Maher 
are all too eager to fill it. Nobody elected Bill 
Maher mayor, and nobody elected Clint Reilly 
ot Jack Davis or Jim Lazarus. We doubt any- 
body ever will, and there are very good reasons 
for that. It’s time Frank Jordan caught on. 

Police Commission president Harry Low 
seems serious about investigating the sexual 
harassment charges against Ribera; since this 
has become such a rotten political mess, an 
independent outside investigator might be a 
wise idea. If there is any merit to the allegation, 
Jordan needs to act quickly and remove the 
chief from duty until the commission can 
decide whether the violation is serious enough 
to merit dismissal. 

In the meantime, the mayor should direct 
the city attorney to immediately investigate 
whether Maher may have violated the charter 
with his Police Department power play. It’s 
too bad Jordan is wandering around Asia for 
two weeks while his administration is falling 
apart. But the minute he gets back, he should 
lay down the law — Bill Maher doesn’t run 
San Francisco, and if he wants to have delu- 
sions of personal grandeur, he can keep them 
to himself. 


sider and evaluate treatments developed by folk 
practitioners in many cultures. Many of these 
have already been validated — or reinvented 
— in medical laboratories. Folk healers were 
giving patients foxglove centuries before 
M.D.’s learned to prescribe its key ingredient, 
digitalis, for heart problems. 

Many of these folk practitioners — and, in 
our own society, the nursing profession — 
emphasize supporting the health of the whole 
person, rather than finding a pharmaceutical 
concoction to wipe out the ailment. Both 
approaches have important benefits, but cur- 
rent medical practice too often ignores such 
basic factors as nutrition and emotional well- 
being in favor of a narrow focus on drugs. 

Now Rep. Bill Richardson (D-N.M.) has 
introduced the Dietary Supplements and Con- 
sumer Education Act, which would mandate 
that the FDA give greater scope to information 
about alternative treatments. This bill is an 
important first step. 

Beyond that, the FDA needs to change its 
classification system of “food” or “drug” to 
create a third category of alternative or natural 
treatments, and to allow people with expertise 
in such treatments to make decisions about 
their marketing. 

The entire medical establishment needs to 
open up to giving people more of a voice in 
their own health care. 
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SHARED SACRIFICE 7 
BUT ISN'T THAT COMMUNISME 
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SECRECY AT KQED? 

The story of KQED’s executive search 
[“Search Begins in Secret for KQED Prez,” 
2/10/93] seemed to connect my comments 
about public input into the selection of 
KQED’s next chief executive with a conclu- 
sion that the KQED Search Committee was 
meeting in “secret.” 

While there was a meeting in executive ses- 
sion of the Search Committee on Feb. 11,1 
must say as a longtime advocate for openness 
in public broadcasting that we should respect 
the need for some executive sessions and con- 
fidentiality in the selection process. 

Readers who are following KQED at this 
critical crossroad should note that the Board of 
Directors is beginning an unprecedented series 
of meetings with all levels of the KQED staff, 
including union leaders, to begin this process. 
There is also a commitment to incorporate into 
the process the broader community. 

The Bay Guardian, as a longtime critical 
observer of KQED, can do a service by making 
known its own views and criteria for the selec- 
tion of KQED’s new chief executive. The 
selection process is an important opportunity 
for new beginnings at KQED. Public input can 
help build bridges and assist getting KQED on 
track.

Thursday, Feb. 11, in the middle of yet another 
KQED membership drive (radio), we heard 
about the first meeting of the KQED Search 
Committee, headed by KQED board chair 
Charlene Harvey, to find a replacement for 
outgoing president Tony Tiano. Several KQED 
watchdogs called us, complaining that the 
meeting was to be in executive session, without 
public notice, and to exclude KQED members, 
the public, and the press. We did a story quot- 
ing these points from the Committee to Save 
KQED. 

On Thursday, Feb. 18, the Search Commit- 
tee is scheduled to meet with staff again in 
closed session and, according to Harvey, will 
meet several more times in closed sessions, for 
“confidentiality reasons.” 

Presumably, KQED members, the public, 
and the press will continue to be excluded. 

The question for Kroll, Harvey, and KQED 
is: When and where will KQED members, the 
public, and the press be involved in this critical 
selection process? How about an on-the-air 
town meeting on KQED radio or TV? How 
about a KQED show devoted to community 
input, say, the KQED morning forum show? Or 


public hearings at KQED’s cavernous new 
offices on Mariposa Street? Or? 

Well, Harvey said she was satisfied she was 
getting enough response in letters from our last 
article. She suggested that people write her c/o 
KQED, 2601 Mariposa St., SF 94110. 

Harvey may be satisfied, but we’re not. We 
recommend that KQED do everything it can, as 
a major public broadcast outlet in the Bay Area, 
to directly involve its members and the public it 
has tin-cupped so relentlessly all these years. 

P.S. Meanwhile, how about airing some 
non-JOA media voices? On the Feb. 16 
forum, we once again heard only from the JOA 

“insiders” (Barbara Taylor, from the Examin- 


_er, and the Chronicle’s Andrew Ross), dis- 


cussing the Jordan mess at City Hall. 


BOYCOTT SILENCE 

Iam somewhat puzzled why this fine newspa- 
per does so little in its coverage and encourage- 
ment of the boycott of Colorado over Amend- 
ment 2. There is a restraining order that basical- 
ly is a “cooling off” period, but regardless, if 
this amendment were against blacks, Jews, His- 
panics, or any other group, you would be lead- 
ing the struggle instead of being silent. 

Lurge you to help in this boycott — we 
need school boards, corporate boards, non- 
profit organizations, even BART boards to 
stand up and be counted on this issue.

Alternative therapies challenge 
FDA restrictions

O YOU HAVE some 
kind of herb to get 
down the 
nerves?” two 
elderly Spanish- 
speaking 
browsers ask, 
approaching the 


vitamin counter of the Mission’s 
busy Rainbow Grocery. “The nerves 
are jumping like that.” 

A sign nearby explains in Span- 
ish and English: “Dear Customers, 
Weare not licensed medical profes- 
sionals and therefore cannot pre- 
scribe products or endorse any 
health claims about the products. So 
please do not ask us to! Please 
understand this when making your 
selections.” 

But the clerk responds anyway: 
“Valerian is a very good tea — or 
passion flower.” He is politely 
vague enough to remain in compli- 
ance with the law — as set down and 
enforced by the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA). He doesn’t 
make any health claims, like “Vale- 
Tian is a very good tea — or passion 
flower — for nerves or hearts or 
people over 60,” but settles for a safe 
way of not answering the inquiry 
instead. 

It’s come to this. After a few 
years of raids, clampdowns, and 
public scares, both real and hyper- 
bolized, involving natural remedies 
— traditional herbs, megavitamins, 
amino acids, and folk therapies from 
many cultures — the FDA has final- 
ly succeeded in creating a paranoid 
enforcement environment J. Edgar 
Hoover would have envied. People 
in health-food stores fear an agent 
behind every inquiring face. 

This week, Rep. Bill Richardson 
(D-N.M.), introduces the Dietary 
Supplement Standards and Con- 
sumer Education Act of 1993 to 
curb the FDA’s more misguided 
tegulatory tendencies. But nutrient/ 
herb/supplement users still have rea- 
son to fear, some advocates say, as 
long as Bush-appointed FDA com- 
missioner David Kessler is provid- 
ing moral backbone for the agency. 
And many say if the FDA continues 
to operate without advice from an 
independent review panel on supple- 
ments and herbs, no law will really 
correct the agency’s bias toward 
“conventional medicine.” 


GOTTA HAVE RULES 

When Congress passed the Nutrition 
Labeling and Education Act of 
1990, many people in the health 
food/supplements industry, along 
with consumer advocates, were 
pleased. “We’re for regulation — 
there are quacks in any industry,” 
says Li Ann Rotto, a botanicals and 
supplements broker and coordinator 
for the Natural Health Care Alliance 
in San Francisco. The new law 
looked as if it was going to substi- 
tute real information for useless 
phrases like light and fresh. 

When the FDA was given power 
to write regulations enforcing the 
law, however, it was saddled with its 
own strict definitions of food and 
drug — definitions that prevented 
even prune-sellers from making 
claims about digestion. The FDA’s 
version of scientific verification — 
defined as a bureaucratic process — 
looked to many people in the health- 
food industry less like consumer 
protection than censorship. Prunes, 
garlic, traditional herbs, and other 
natural substances looked to lose 
their claims. 

Meanwhile, in the first two years 
of the ’90s, the FDA by many 
accounts behaved more like an 
automaton than an organized con- 
sumer-protection unit. The agency 
created a positive climate for the 
Texas FDA’s raids on health-food 
stores by busting natural-health 
practices and clinics like Dr. 
Jonathan Wright’s in Kent, Wash. 

“The FDA was trying to develop 
tools that they could use in a court of 
law to take action against anything 
they regulate,” says Santa Cruz 
herbalist Roy Upton. Ina case 
against Traco Labs, of Champaign, 
Ill., the FDA lost in trying to argue 
that the black-currant oil inside a 
capsule could be considered a “food 
additive.” If the FDA had won, says 
Michael Mooney of SuperNutrition 
in San Francisco, it could have used 
the Traco case as a precedent to 
label even bottled water an untested 
“food additive” if it wanted. 

When Rep. Henry Waxman (D- 
L.A.) began writing legislation to 
give the FDA even more enforce- 
ment powers, an odd coalition 
formed: M.D.’s and Ph.D.’s who 
believed in innovative techniques 
like megadoses of vitamins joined 
with herbalists and traditional heal- 


ers who used time-tested methods 
like acupuncture. Roy Upton, who 
founded the Natural Health Care 
Alliance, enlisted help from other 
groups, including Citizens for Health 
and the Association of Health Practi- 
tioners, to lobby Congress. 

Last October, a coalition of San 
Francisco activist groups organized 
arally here to protest alleged civil- 
tights abuses against health-food 
stores. Now, with a moratorium on 
the regulation of dietary supple- 
ments (herbs, vitamins, etc.), advo- 
cates have until December 1993 to 
push Congress to pass more-favor- 
able laws. 


RESPECTABILITY AND RAIDS 
Lately, the powerful have been giv- 
ing nondrug therapies a nod. Candi- 
date Clinton promised to “work 
closely with Bill Richardson” on his 
legislation. The National Institutes 
of Health has received $2 million 
(not much, say some activists) to 
conduct research in alternative 
health practices. And the New Eng- 
land Journal of Medicine recently 
acknowledged that one-third of 
Americans use “unconventional” 
medicine. 

But the FDA still has the power 
to police health-care practices and 


limit consumer options. Cynics sus- 
pect the FDA carefully chooses its 
targets to match the interests of the 
pharmaceutical industry (that is, 
putting independent supplement- 
suppliers out of business). The hope- 
ful believe the agency is just trying 
to bring some order to the market- 
driven expansion of alternative 
remedies. Either way, the FDA’s 
crackdown has already claimed 
some casualties. 

Like the half-million dollars in 


_ legal fees NutriCology owner 


Stephen Levine has paid so far in 
fighting three FDA injunctions, all 
eventually thrown out of court. On 
May 9, 1991, according to Levine, 
12 FDA agents with a temporary 
restraining order from the Depart- 
ment of Justice, U.S. Attomney’s 
Office, and Attorney General, shut 
down his San Leandro company and 
prohibited it from selling products 
like borage oil, germanium, and 
coenzyme Q10. The FDA asked the 
USS. District Court to freeze compa- 
ny assets — and Levine’s personal 
assets — to insure payment of those 
allegedly defrauded. 

After testimony by two FDA 
experts, the court threw out the 
injunction. “The FDA tried twice 
more — once with the same court, 
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then with the 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals — and was denied again,” 
Levine said. In his decision, U.S. 
District Court Judge D. Lowell 
Jensen wrote that to prevent the sale 
of products under question by the 
FDA “would clearly threaten the 
continued viability of the [NutriCol- 
ogy] business itself, which, in light 
of the attestations of numerous 
physicians, health officials, and other 
experts, would constitute a real and 
potentially unnecessary loss to the 
health needs of the general public.” 

An early proponent of anti-oxi- 
dant therapy, with a Ph.D. in molec- 
ular genetics from UC Berkeley, 
Levine is co-author, with Parris M. 
Kidd, Ph.D., of Antioxidant Adapta- 
tion. He now awaits a trial. 

“When you’re in business and 
you don’t hurt people — when 
nobody makes a serious complaint 
over the period of a decade — 
you’re giving them something valu- 
able for their money. We work for 
our money,” he tells me from the 
sparse, windy space of his San 
Anselmo home office, which the 
FDA attempted to seize. 

“Look at poison-control-center 
data,” he says. “There is maybe one 
Possible fatality in relation to vita-

mins in an eight-year period, but 
you get hundreds of deaths each 
year from drugs.” 

In fact, drugs — the Western 
medical kind — are the reason the 
FDA has power to enforce laws in 
the first place: They’re dangerous. 
But so is the FDA, apparently. 

When FDA officials and local 
police tramped into the natural health 
practice of Dr. Jonathan Wright on 
May 6, 1992, they had a gun (held by 
local police) and a mission — seem- 
ingly to scare patients as the raiders 
seized B vitamins, folic acid, and 
equipment. The raid hit an activist 
pressure point. Wright, who filed suit 
against the FDA for seizing his stock 
of the amino acid L-tryptophan, is a 
Harvard University/University of 
Michigan Medical School graduate 
with enough friends and followers to 
create the Dr. Jonathan Wright Legal 
Defense and Victory Fund and pro- 
duce a video on the raid. 

“L-tryptophan” itself has become 
something of a battle cry for health- 
supplement activists. The amino 
acid, once widely available, was 
taken off the shelves in 1989, after it 
was found that people suffering from 
the painful eosinophilia-myalgia syn- 
drome (EMS) had used it. 

By late 1990, researchers had 
made the link between most cases of 
EMS and contaminated L-tryptophan 
from the Showa Denko company in 
Japan. But L-tryptophan never 
returned to the shelves, and now can- 
not be sold even with a doctor’s pre- 
scription. Many activists believe the 
FDA has not cleared L-tryptophan 
because, unlike Tylenol after its con- 
taminated batch poisoned people, L- 
tryptophan was not the product of a 
large, powerful pharmaceutical com- 
pany. 

“The situation concerning L-tryp- 
tophan has me very confused” about 
the FDA’s policies on natural supple- 
ments, said Jim English of Smart 
Products in SF. 

It has herb, nutrient, and vitamin 
sellers scared in general. When a nat- 
ural substance is taken off the mar- 
ket, they fear it will return only after 
the FDA approves it as a drug: a pro- 
cess that usually takes many years, 
and more than $231 million. Because 
such tests are usually done by drug 
companies, when the substance reap- 
pears, it’s acquired a brand name and 
a higher pricetag. But “drugs” that 
can’t be patented — those that occur 
naturally and have been used for 
thousands of years — have a difficult 
time getting sponsorship for the test- 
ing process. 

Now that ethnobotanists are 
searching deep in the rain forests for 
patentable plant medicines, herbal- 
ists like Upton are concerned that 
newly patented plant medicines, 
extracted and taken out of their natu- 
ral contexts, will substitute for tradi- 
tional herbal treatments. 

With Clinton boosting health pre- 
vention, says English, we might “see 
the Wall Street raiders of the ’80s 
tum into the health raiders of the 
00s.” 


NEW PARADIGM 


Traditionally, Democrats and 
Republicans have lined up on oppo- 





site sides of this debate — neither 
exactly the “right” side, by most 
activists’ estimations. Under the 
leadership of Henry Waxman, and 
the banner of “consumer protec- 


' tion,” Democrats have introduced 


bills to give the FDA greater 
enforcement power. In the other 
comer, the Republicans have been 
fighting for deregulation — under 
the questionable leadership of Sen. 
Orrin Hatch (R-Utah), who, accord- 
ing to the Feb. 12 Los Angeles 
Times, owns $50,000 worth of stock 
in a company that sells vitamins and 
vitamin C additives. 

“It’s ironic,” says Li Ann Rotto 
of the Natural Health Care Alliance. 
“Tf anyone is for consumer protec- 
tion, it’s the health-food industry. 
[We know the] horror stories about 
what hospitals have done to people, 
where people have had unnecessary 
surgeries. We’re hoping the Demo- 
crats will educate themselves on the 
issue.” 

The new bill, as Rep. Richardson 
explained in a Feb. 9 letter to 
Congress, attempts to define a mid- 
dle ground, allowing labels to make 
health claims for a natural supple- 
ment if there is current scientific 
evidence of its benefits or if there is 
an FDA-approved claim for the 
same nutrient contained in a food. 

But some in the industry say 
Richardson’s bill doesn’t go far 
enough. Mark Blumenthal, execu- 
tive director of the American Botan- 
ical Council, a nonprofit research 
and education organization in 
Austin, Texas, says what’s needed is 
a change in the FDA’s structure and 
thinking. He has called for a Botani- 
cal Ingredient Review Board, based 
on the FDA’s existing panel for 
Cosmetic Ingredient Review, with 


~ specialists in plant medicines 


reviewing the products. 

Clearly, some information-sort- 
ing is in order. As the boundaries 
between the North Beaches, China- 
towns, and Financial Districts of the 
world blur, the boundaries between 
medicinal systems do too. That may 
confuse some people — including 
the people who are supposed to be 
doing the sorting. 

The FDA does, at least, provide 
some information to the public. The 
FDA Enforcement Report ($78 a 
year) and FDA Consumer ($12 for 
10 issues) are both available from 
the Superintendent of Documents, 
P.O. Box 371954, Pittsburgh, PA 
15250-7954. The FDA also main- 
tains an electronic bulletin board 
(1-800-222-0185). 

But Western medical science 
will have to develop a better method 
of coexistence with the traditional 
herbs, homeopathy, acupuncture, 
vitamin therapy, and other alterna- 
tive treatments than simply burying 
them in bureaucracy. 

“We’re having a paradigm shift 
here,” Blumenthal says, “and the 
FDA is still holding to a model that 
no longer accurately, adequately 
represents the health expectations 
of the American consumer and the 
use of food for their health bene- 
fits.” @

drugs alone 






AIDS activists push for alternative treatments

ORE THAN 200 people 

cram into a conference 

room meant to hold 

half that number. Most 
seem to be hanging on to every 
word the speaker, Dr. Jon Kaiser, 
says. Kaiser, a San Francisco physi- 
cian who specializes in treating peo- 
ple with HIV and AIDS, isn’t well 
known. He hasn’t discovered a cure. 
He’s talking instead about treating 
HIV infection and full-blown AIDS 
with “aggressive natural therapies” 
— good nutrition, vitamins, exer- 
cise, and emotional and spiritual 
support — as well as standard medi- 
cal therapies. 

The audience, comprising a vari- 
ety of ages and ethnic groups, bom- 
bards Kaiser with questions: What 
about the long-term side effects of 
AZT? Which Chinese herb do you 
recommend? Do you ever see T-cell 
[disease-fighting cell] counts go up? 

Hosting the event is Michael 
Onstott, spokesperson for the new 
Alternative Treatment Committee 
of ACT UP, the in-your-face gay 
political action group sponsoring 
the lecture. 

In the community of people with 
HIV, alternative treatments have 
been used for 10 years, says Jason 
Heyman, medical reporter for the 
San Francisco monthly AIDS Treat- 
ment News. “Before any drug was 
available to treat HIV and AIDS — 
AZT wasn’t available until 1986 — 
people used natural therapies such 
as vitamin C and AL721, made from 
egg lipids.” But now, Heyman says, 
“alternative treatments are catching 
on with the general population” — 
including many more health-care 
professionals. 

The National Institutes of Health 
recently opened a branch to study 
alternative therapies. This month the 
New England Journal of Medicine 
attracted widespread attention with 
its report that a third of U.S. resi- 
dents use some kind of nonconven- 
tional treatment. Estimates are that 
at least that proportion — 35 to 40 
percent — of people with AIDS use 
unorthodox therapies. 


Much of the medical establish-_

ment, however, ignores alternative 
therapies — doctors at Kaiser Per- 
manente, for example, place very 
little emphasis on nutrition or other 
nonmedical issues in treating 
AIDS patients, according to Dr. W. 
J. Fessel, San Francisco Kaiser 
Permanente director of AIDS 
research. And some people warn 
that the alternative-treatment 
movement may endanger people 
with AIDS, by undermining the 
authority of doctors, leading peo- 
ple to stop taking medicine — or 
by advocating treatments that may 
be harmful. 


ACT NATURALLY 


Kaiser’s talk Jan. 30 was part of a 
forum on nutrition and exercise, the 
first of a series of four lectures on 
“Caring for HIV Naturally.” The 
series is the first project of 

ACT UP’s new altemative therapies 
group. 

ACT UP has been known mainly 
for its confrontational demonstra- 
tions — like the one that shut down 
the Golden Gate Bridge during rush- 
hour traffic — to demand more 






money for AIDS research. But last 
fall, said Onstott, some ACT UP 
activists began talking about the 
need to go beyond pushing for more 
research and faster testing of AIDS 
drugs, to educating people about 
alternative and natural therapies that 
already exist. 

“We have to help people access 
alternative or holistic treatments that 
have shown some results,” says 
Onstott. “Treatment won’t just be 
handed over. These forums will edu- 
cate and empower people to make 
decisions, to take charge of their 
own health.” 

San Francisco is already in the 
forefront of the search for alterna- 
tive HIV treatments: 

* San Francisco General Hospital 
has begun a study of the use of Chi- 
nese herbs in the treatment of HIV- 
positive patients. 

*The hospital has recently 
opened a Nutritional Counseling 
Center and Clinic specializing in 
treating patients with HIV infection 
and AIDS. The medical staff uses 
nutrition to boost patients’ immune 
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AIDS From PAGE 19 


systems. 

*The San Francisco Public 
Health Department has contracted 
with the American College of Tradi- 
tional Chinese Medicine to treat 
HIV and AIDS patients with 
acupuncture and Chinese herbs. 

*California, unlike many other 
states, recognizes Chinese medicine 
as a legitimate medical option and 
licenses acupuncturists as primary- 
care providers. 

Interest in alternative therapies is 
fed by frustration at the limitations 
of more mainstream AIDS treat- 
ments. “There’s too much reliance 
on antiviral drugs,” says Kaiserin - 
his lecture, “and people need ever- 
higher doses.” After four to six 
months, he says, the AIDS virus can 
become resistant to AZT. 

“If people aren’t working on 
other areas of their lives, such as 
nutrition and emotional well-being, 
drugs over a long period eventually 
lose their effectiveness,” Kaiser 
adds. 

His approach to HIV-positive 
people, he says, is holistic. When he 
sits down with a patient, he doesn’t 
focus on AZT, but discusses the 
amount of meat, vegetables, and 
fruit the person needs to eat. “Your 
body needs a minimum of protein to 
put out more T cells,” he says. 

Kaiser criticizes the medical 
establishment because it “only looks 
at one part of the treatment process.” 
This isn’t to say that you should 
eliminate medical therapies alto- 
gether, he says. “Just use as little 
medication as possible to keep the 
virus suppressed and under control.” 

Holistic practitioners point to 
studies showing that medication 
used to treat HIV or AIDS, if used 
for a long time, can cause serious 
side effects, such as diarrhea, zinc 
deficiencies, and even the failure of 
bone marrow to manufacture T 
cells. “Cumulative toxicities can 
cause the bone marrow, liver, and 
spleen to lose their reserve to keep 
you healthy,” says Kaiser. 

Dana, an East Bay resident, 
who’s been HIV-positive for seven 
years, says he gave up antivirals 
AZT and DDI because they caused 
painful side effects. He’s now taking 
Compound Q, a synthetic com- 
pound made from Chinese cucum- 
ber, which is said to eliminate 
infected cells. 

He says his condition has stabi- 
lized with Compound Q, megadoses 
of vitamins, acidophilus (a natural 
organism that saturates the digestive 
area with beneficial bacteria), and 
meditation to reduce stress. Dana 
says he’d incorporate antivirals if 
his T-cell count dropped dramatical- 
ly. “But I’d never use them prophy- 
lactically — only to treat the disease 
once it was advanced.” 


DON'T STOP 
That’s exactly the kind of attitude 
that worries San Francisco FDA 
AIDS coordinator Duane Dugger: 
“The FDA wants people to be under 
a doctor’s care,” Dugger empha- 
sizes. “Don’t go off chemical treat- 
ments that have been proven effec- 
tive in clinical scientific studies.” 
Dugger said he knew of one man 


with AIDS who stopped taking DDI 
and was hospitalized with pneumo- 
nia soon after. Another man, he said, 
told him his son with AIDS had 
stopped taking doctor-prescribed 
medication and died. 

“ACT UP,” he cautioned, 
“should be responsible in educating 
people about alternative treat- 
ments.” 

Fessel, who has treated HIV- 
infected and AIDS patients since 
the beginning of the epidemic, says 
that at Kaiser Permanente, “we 
begin drugs even when a patient is 
asymptomatic, when the T-cell 
level has dropped below 500, 
because that reflects immune sup- 
pression.” He also warns that just as 
pharmaceutical medicine may have 
harmful effects, “certain vitamins in 
megadoses are harmful.” Kaiser, 
Fessel says, is conducting 28 clini- 
cal trials of experimental medica- 
tions for AIDS treatment — but 
none of the alternative therapies the 
natural health-care movement advo- 
cates. 

Most advocates of natural thera- 
pies say the idea is not to shun phar- 
maceuticals and mainstream 
medicine, but to use fewer drugs, 
and to balance them with personal 
empowerment and a holistic 
approach. The ideal is a partnership 
between alternative therapies and 
Western medicine developed 
through laboratory research. For 
example, “a partnership between 
someone who knows something 
about Oriental medicine and some- 
one who knows something about 
Western clinical science,” says 
internist Dr. Jeffrey Burack. He’s 
working with Dr. Misha Cohen, a 
doctor of Chinese medicine, on the 
San Francisco General Hospital 
study of Chinese herbal treatments 
for HIV. 

Mainstream doctors who are 
exploring alternative therapies also 
recommend caution. “We need to be 
careful to use certain herbs in appro- 
priate quantities,” says Burack. 

What about people who see alter- 
native treatments, including Chinese 
medicine, as just a bunch of quack- 
ery? “There is a long and respected 
tradition of appropriate practice in 
this field,” answers Burack. “There 
are also unscrupulous people taking 
advantage of a vulnerable group of 
people desperate for treatment.” 


PROOF AND MONEY 
Non-Western and natural therapies 
are also hindered by lack of research 
money. Most studies of their effec- 
tiveness, therefore, are “anecdotal”; 
they haven’t used the scientific pro- 
cedures and statistical techniques 
the FDA requires for drug approval. 
But Kaiser, who’s treated hundreds 
of HIV-positive people, has docu- 
mented their food and medication 
intake, exercise, and group support 
for two and a half years. More than 
90 percent of the people who have 
followed his regimen have pre- 
served their T-cell counts, he 
reports, and their quality of life has 
improved. 

In another study of alternative 
treatments, Dr. Joan Priestly of Los 
Angeles studied 164 patients in vari- 
ous stages of HIV/ARC/AIDS, tak- 
ing therapeutic doses of vitamins A, 





C, and E, garlic, and zinc citrate, 
among other supplements, over 
almost two years. She says the 
majority of people with HIV infec- 
tion become deficient of several 
important nutrients in the course of 
their disease, and that the survival 
rate for patients taking nutritional 
supplements suggests that these 
treatments are helpful. 

“Lots of people say they treat 20 
or 30 patients,” responds Kaiser Per- 
manente’s Fessel, “but that’s no sci- 
entific evidence.” 

But Kaiser says it’s hard to get 
the government funding that would 
help provide that scientific evi- 
dence. One reason is that “AIDS is 
too complicated, too difficult, for a 
single approach. A complete pro- 
gram of natural therapies is more 
effective than using one approach 
exclusively.” 

Nevertheless, some studies of 
single treatments have recently 
shown the immune-enhancing bene- 
fits of various vitamins and exercise. 
A study by Oregon research physi- 
cians suggests that massive doses of 
beta carotene or vitamin A increase 
the number of blood cells that fight 
infections, and may improve the 
immune systems of people infected 
with AIDS. Vitamin E has been 
shown to prevent infections and 
speed the healing of wounds, while 
vitamin C in high dosages has 
demonstrated a direct antiviral 
effect. Other studies show that 
relaxation and regular exercise can 
help people with HIV maintain T- 
cell counts and may slow the pace of 
the AIDS virus. 

Despite such evidence, the FDA 
has recently pursued a policy most 
people see as hostile to alternative 
health care (see “Cops and Healers,” 
Page 17). ACT UP is concerned 


~ about indications that the FDA may 


move to restrict access to amino 
acids and herbal extracts, and has 
joined forces with other groups to 
oppose FDA harassment of holistic 
health-care providers. 

At the same time, says Onstott, as 
these therapies become more 
acceptable, nutrients and immune- 
boosting herbs essential in the treat- 
ment of HIV/AIDS could end up at 
medical pharmaceutical companies 
being made into expensive prescrip- 
tion drugs. Pressuring drug compa- 
nies to keep down the prices of alter- 
native therapy products is another 
part of ACT UP’s agenda. 

ACT UP plans to continue its 
pressure for access to alternative 
therapies, as well as fast-track 
approval of drugs used to treat life- 
threatening diseases and off-label 
use of drugs (use different from that 
suggested on the label). The group is 
planning a demonstration at San 
Francisco’s FDA headquarters, as 
well as more education programs. In 
its current series, a second forum 
Feb. 13 discussed the role of emo- 
tional well-being and support in the 
treatment of AIDS. The third forum 
will discuss cross-cultural therapies, 
and the last will be a forum where 
long-term survivors of HIV will dis- 
cuss treatment strategies. ®

L PAso, TEXAS — “Porfiria” 
(her name has been changed 
to protect her immigration 
status) has not heard of Zoé 
Baird or Kimba M. Wood 
or Barbara Boxer, or any of 
the many Clinton cohorts 
whose relations with their 
undocumented servants have sudden- 
ly blossomed into the Nannygate 
mini-scandal. Indeed, this intelligent 
native of central Mexico isn’t even 
very clear about the full name of her 
boss, or patrona, an upper-middle- 
class housewife whom we shall call 
“Jane.” 

Nonetheless, a look at Porfiria’s 
life here provides a look at how 
undocumented women, many of 
them Latina, are being both patron- 
ized and victimized by U.S. double 
standards on employing illegal 
immigrants, often by upwardly 
mobile professionals seeking cheap 
and dependable child care. 

El Paso has a thriving tradition of 
employing undocumented women 
from across the river as domestic ser- 
vants — fully 80 percent of the 
women who are crossing the Rio 
Grande illegally in record numbers 
wind up as maids and laundresses and 
babysitters for the city’s more-afflu- 
ent citizens, concludes a recent study 
coordinated by Ofelia Woo Morales

at Mexico’s prestigious College of the 
Northern Frontier. 

Largely because she has no legal 
status in the country, Porfiria, 30, is 
paid $120 a week for days that begin 
at 7 a.m. and do not end until the 
patrona says they are over. She has 
no Social Security number or health 
insurance but does have a place to 
stay for herself and three children 
whose immigration status is as pre- 
carious as her own. 

Fears of being picked up by La 
Migra (the Immigration and Natu- 
ralization Service border patrol) 
keep her close to home, a large base- 
ment room that serves as living 
quarters for herself and her family. 

But Porfiria was upstairs on the 
evening she was interviewed, seated 
on a soft beige sofa by the gleaming 
piano in an elaborately upholstered 
living room. The patrona and her 
lawyer-husband were out for the 
evening, and Porfiria was babysit- 
ting two preteen children who, along 
with her own brood, were hunkered 
in front of a television set in the 
upper reaches of the big house. Her 
own kids, she told us, were adapting 
quickly to life in the United States. 
The older girl knows about comput- 
ers now. The middle one, she 
mused, “wants to be a police and 
carry a gun.” 

Porfiria’s nightmare is that La 
Migra will pick up the kids as they

nygate: The view 
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are going or coming from school. 
She herself only goes downtown on 
her Sunday day off to do a little 
shopping and remains wary about 
being apprehended. “I’m still afraid 
of being taken to Juarez,” she 
explains, although this has never 
happened to her in nearly a decade 
of working illegally on this side of 
the Rio Grande. Jane’s former gar- 
dener, however, disappeared off the 
front lawn into a green border patrol 
van a few years back and has not 
been seen since. 

Porfiria hails from a farming vil- 
lage in Zacatecas state, an entity that 
contributes mightily to the Texas 
and California migration streams. In 
her town, the men go up to work 
agricultural — and, increasingly, 
urban-service — contracts, and the 
women go up to El Paso and Dallas 
and Houston and become maids. 
The process often divides up fami- 
lies permanently. 

When Porfiria first came to El 
Paso 14 years ago (and started clean- 
ing for a family where the man of 
the house, she remembers, was often 
drunk or drugged), she earned $45 a 
week. The haunting sense that her 
children might forget her drove her 
home. But back in Zacatecas there 
was little work, so she packed up her 
family and began moving north 
again. Now, having the kids with her 
here in the big house in El Paso 


along a key 14-mile section of the border. (“It’s nota 
Berlin Wall, because that was to keep people in,” 
said.) He also suggests devoting a stretch of the border to 
desert-warfare training for Marines. 

Valley Citizens Together is now working on “Project 
Feet-to-the-Fire” to influence local elections, Spencer

to get tough 


LTHOUGH PorririA fears apprehension by the Immi- 

gration and Naturalization Service, a growing net- 

work of grass-roots groups says INS action is inad- 

equate, and are demanding that the agency step 

up its enforcement activities against illegal immi- 
gration. In the long run, many of the activists in this 
movement want the United States to declare a moratori- 
um on all immigration, legal or not. 

In the past year, groups from L.A.’s Valley Citizens 
Together (VCT) to Marin County's STOPIT (Stop the Out- 
of-Control Problems of Immigration Today) have sprung 
up, blaming many of California’s problems on immigrants 
and demanding tough measures to keep them out. 

Glen Spencer, VCT chair, told the Bay Guardian his 
group has several hundred members, and that it drew an 
SRO crowd last week to a talk by two veteran INS admin- 
istrators. Harold Ezell, former INS western regional direc- 
tor and a current member of a congressional commission 
on immigration reform, advocated “tamper-proof identi- 
fication cards” for citizens and legal residents, as a way of 
smoking out illegals, Spencer said. 

Spencer's group also advocates “erecting barriers” 


said. The group is collecting the answers of political can- 
didates to 10 immigration-related questions. VCT is also 
planning a March 14 demonstration. Spencer said Bay 
Area activists may hold a sister demonstration in San 
Francisco. 

An open letter from VCT to the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee during hearings over Zoé Baird’s nomination 
attributed increases in crime and gang violence to illegal 
immigrants, and blamed them for “destroying our city — 
not only by crime but by the destruction of our tax base 
and our social services.” Spencer said many members of 
his group are “environmentally oriented” and see “mas- 
sive immigration as a population bomb.” 

He said the group started by opposing illegal immigra- 
tion — “those who are crossing the border turn out to be 
real liabilities” — but their study of the problem led them 
to “discover a rush by the Third World into the United 
States.” 


~* "America," said the group's letter to the Judiciary 


Committee, “is being invaded ... colonized.” 

“Illegal immigration,” the letter continues, “is being 
fueled by the wealthy who exploit cheap labor. The last 
time this happened on such a massive scale, we ended up 
in the Civil War.”

One irony of 

the current record 


from rural Mexico 
to the United States 
is that those who 
have taken the initia- 
tive and found the 
resources to break out 
of the traditional 
domestic roles at 
home are often rel- 
egated to domestic 
work here on “The 
Other Side.” 

Porfiria cleans 
Jane’s house, 
washes the family’s 
clothes, babysits, 
cooks for all the 
kids, sometimes 
paints rooms, and 
does the garden- 
ing, now that 
the gardener is 
gone. She also 
does a lot of 
ironing, and this 
has been a source of 
some friction with the 
patrona — “15 shirts is just 
too much!” What does Jane 
do while Porfiria takes 
care of her kids and her 
house? “She’s on the 
phone all day or else lying 
down. ... She has a lot of 
headaches.” 

Although Porfiria has 
protested the heavy ironing 
load, she doesn’t dare discuss 
with her boss her absence from 
the Social Security books or her lack 
of health insurance. “I just don’t talk 
about that ... [never have,” she says 
flatly. What would happen if she or 
the kids were to get sick? “That 
hasn’t happened, God forbid.” 

In recent years, the number of 
women crossing illegally has 
increased dramatically in El Paso — 
women now constitute nearly 15 per- 
cent of all undocumented workers 


apprehended by the border patrol here, 


double the percentage back in 1987, 


when the Immigration Reform and Con- 


trol Act first kicked in and employers 
became liable for hiring them. 

Most of Porfiria’s friends are 
maids too, some of whom have legal 
immigration status and earn up to 
$150 a week. She has one friend 
who, she says, works for a woman 
whose husband is a border patrol 
agent. Because she works for La 
Migra, her friend “is assured she 















will never be sent back across the 
river.” Recently, Porfiria dropped 
$250 when she paid a man to bring 
her the kind of presumably counter- 
feit documentation that is every- 
where on the border these days. She 
never saw the man again. 

One solution to legalizing her 
status would be to marry a man with 
immigration papers, Porfiria con- 
cedes. “But how could I get one?” 
she asks ruefully. “I never leave the 
house.” @

Is it, anyway? 


Listeners are angry, 





but so 1s everybody else

OBODY ENJOYS 
“marathon” time at 
KPFA, Berkeley’s listen- 
er-supported public radio 
station. In fact, it’s hard to say who 


‘has it worse — the broadcasters who 


must beg for their audience’s spare 
change or the listeners striving to 
hear the snippets of Noam Chomsky 
or the Grateful Dead squeezed 
between interminable pledge drives. 
But this year some would-be 
contributors are especially unhappy. 
On Jan. 25, an estimated 200 KPFA 
listeners met at Berkeley’s Ashke- 
naz nightclub to voice concerns 
about the station that ranged from 
charges of right-wing opportunism 
to quibbles about changes in the pre- 
gram guide’s format. In an ironic 
twist, “Free Speech Radio,” as 
KPFA enjoys calling itself, wasn’t 
even allowing on-air personalities to 
discuss the complaints. Two weeks 
later, when the board of directors of 
the Pacifica Foundation, the radio 


network of which KPFA is a mem- 
ber station, met at the Claremont 
Hotel for its annual meeting, some 
40 listeners and KPFA staff con- 
fronted the board with their multi- 
farious complaints. 

Upheaval is nothing new at 
KPFA, a place where the word crisis 
always seems to be on the tip of 
everyone’s tongue. And listeners 
aren’t the only ones who are unhap- 
py. KPFA’s union and management 
are still licking their wounds after a 
bitter labor negotiation, an ongoing 
struggle recently brought into focus 
by a fight over KPFA’s most popu- 
lar program — as judged by fund- 
raising effectiveness — Flashpoints. 
The unpaid staff on whom KPFA 
depends for 80 percent of its on-air 
programming are in an uproar over a 
recent attempt to dislodge many of 
them from their stranglehold on the 
key 7 p.m. to 8 p.m. “Primetime” 
slot. Everyone wants to know — 
whose KPFA is it? Who makes the 
decisions as to who gets on the air 
and why? 


The answer appears to be: No 
one. At KPFA, the decision-making 
process is so convoluted that any 
change in programming routinely 
requires a pitched battle. And while 
many of the most vocal listeners are 
wont to cast that battle in inflamma- 
tory ideological terms, the real issue 
appears to be nothing more than 
classic self-interested turf protec- 
tion. And as long as listeners have 
no turf to call their own, they will 
continue to be upset. 

“Our point of view is that Pacifi- 
ca belongs to the listeners who pay 
for it,” said Werner Hertz, an orga- 
nizer of the Ashkenaz meeting, “and 
management needs to be responsive 
to us ... and that’s not the case right 
now.” 


DEMOCRACY FOR THEE 

KPFA was founded in 1949 as the 
country’s first wholly listener-spon- 
sored station, with an express man- 
date to be an alternative source of 
culture and news beholden to no one 
but its own listeners. KPFA prides 
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itself on not being accountable to 
sponsors or slavishly devoted to rat- 
ings success. Unpopularity is almost 
acalling card — one major reason 
fans of KPFA are suspicious of any 
change based on attempts to raise 
more money or broaden the listener 
base. 

Members of the self-titled “Lis- 
tener’s Group” base their right to 
critique what they contend is 
KPFA’s downhill slide on the fact 
that last year, listener contributions 
made up about 75 percent of 
KPFA’s $1.9 million operating bud- 
get, and yet they had little input into 
what the station put on the air. They 
fear that Pacifica’s ambitious plan 
for expanded national program- 
ming, led by executive director 
David Salniker and national devel- 
opment director Dick Bunce, is 
coming at the expense of attention 
devoted to such community issues 
as homelessness and People’s Park. 
National programming, unless pro- 
duced in Berkeley and politically 
correct, is anathema to the Listen- 
er’s Group. The current output from 
Washington, Hertz said, “is pathet- 
IC. 

“It has been at the level of 
National Public Radio, or even 
worse. It’s not really reflective of 
the kind of community, people-ori- 
ented, empowering kind of pro- 
gramming that we want.” 

The “NPR-ization” of KPFA is 
just one element of what critics are 
calling “a right-wing sellout.” 
Another example of tainted behav- 
ior, they charge, is parent network 
Pacifica’s renewed emphasis during 
the past several years on seeking out 
sources of nonprofit foundation 
funding. (See “NPR Jr.,” East Bay 
Guardian, 12/90.) Although Bunce 
argues that the foundation grants are 
aimed at underwriting the purchase 
of Pacifica’s own studios, broadcast 
equipment, and radio towers, the 
Listener’s Group declared in a state- 
ment that any association with these 
“tax shelters for ruling-class fami- 
lies” is bound to affect KPFA’s 
independence. 

“Foundation money is corporate 
blood money,” said Stephen 
Dunifer, another organizer, “and it 
doesn’t come with strings, it comes 
with chains and iron collars.” 

The host of gripes boils down to 
one central problem. 

“The key issue,” Hertz said, “is 
unresponsiveness on the part of 
management, of which the underly- 
ing factor is the undemocratic, anti- 
participatory structure of the Pacifi- 
ca Foundation, the local board, and 
management.” 

In contrast to other local public 
radio and television stations, KFPA 
and Pacifica have self-perpetuating 
boards that fill vacancies from rec- 
ommendations by sitting board 
members. And KPFA’s local board 
has little real power, other than 
electing two members of the nation- 
al board. 

“This is not a republic,” retorts 
Public Affairs Department co-direc- 
tor Philip Maldari. “It’s a radio sta- 
tion.... It’s not a democracy. It never 
has been and it never will be.” 

But if the angry listeners have 
their'way, all management and pro- 
gramming decisions would be in the 


hands of a local board democratical- 
ly elected by KPFA subscribers. At 
present KPFA’s local advisory 
board is prohibited from making 

ing decisions. 

“What I would like to see,” said 
Hertz, “is a board made up from 
elected people from the listening 
community and the staff that togeth- 
er sets policy, and management 
becomes a service function. I would 
have the council set some guidelines 
as to political perspective and effec- 
tiveness for the staff, and they 
would have to meet those guide- 
lines, and if they didn’t we would 
have to replace them.” 

Salniker, who was station man- 


ager of KPFA for seven yearsinthe - 


1980s before moving up to Pacifica, 
said elections for the local board had 
been held twice in the 1980s. On the 
first attempt, he recalled, ballots 
were sent out with the program 
guide to all 12,000 KPFA sub- 
scribers. With six self-nominated 
candidates running, said Salniker, 
the top vote-getter “got about 40 
votes, and the lowest was not more 
than about 10 or 20, and we simply 
seated them all on the board and 
most of them within rapid fashion 
dropped off.” Two years later anoth- 
er attempt met with a similar fate, he 
said. 

Representatives of both paid and 
unpaid staff, who have their own 
criticisms of management’s 
“undemocratic” style, closed ranks 
on the issue of elections. Volunteer 
Bill Mandel, whose program Out- 
side the Moscow Beltway has been 
broadcast on KPFA for 35 years, 
said if there had been elections in 
the early 1970s, the station would 
have gone Maoist. 

“Maoism,” said Mandel, “has 
proved to be a dead end politically.” 

Programmers and management 
— and other listeners — worry that 
the criticisms expressed by dissi- 
dents like Hertz and Dunifer don’t 
represent the entire listening com- 
munity. For every listener who “ 
wants more programming on Peo- 
ple’s Park, there’s another who 
would like to hear more classical 
music. 

“I’ve been here 20 years,” said 
Maldari, “and I’ve never had a 
board member tell me that I had to 
put something on the air or that I 
couldn’t put something on the air. 
And the idea that the board mem- 
bers would come into our newsroom 
and start telling the news depart- 
ment how to cover a particular story 
or tell a music programmer what 
records to play is absolutely fright- 
ening.” 

Still, the fact that listeners have 
no institutional means of influenc- 
ing station policy appears to be a fair 
grievance, and indeed, Salniker said 
the board “was open to some form 
of election among subscribers.” He 
was less responsive to the criticism 
that he and station manager Pat 
Scott are moving KPFA and Pacifi- 
ca to the right, or otherwise sacrific- 
ing the soul of community radio. 

“] think there are people who are 
satisfied only if their specific view 
is allowed to dominate our air,” said 
Salniker. “Some 6f it is, I think,

PACs and 
spending

F PRESIDENT Clinton’s talk of 





“sacrifice” makes Congress 
squirm this week, wait till the 

bject turns to campaign- 
finance reform. It would take a 12- 
step program to cure Congress’ 
addiction to money, especially its 
contributions from political action 
committees (PACs). 

At the Federal Election Commis- 
sion, year-end reports were made 
public Feb. 1. Sol went through 
some files to see who was cozying 
up to new California senators 
Dianne Feinstein and Barbara 

Boxer. FEC 
records 
show that 
p F LTW AY Feinstein (at 
GUARDIAN] Sharonee 
and Boxer 
(at 
$896,000) rank in the top 25 of all 
congressional PAC recipients. 

But real influence comes when 
big contributors weigh in after the 
election. As a Washington friend 
told me: “The big late money pays 
the debt. Politicians notice.” 

If you’re a company like Archer 
Daniels Midland (ADM), a huge 
agri-processor cum polluter, you 
can give $5,000 to Bruce Herschen- 
sohn during the campaign and then 
hope to cut your losses with $2,500 
to Boxer afterward. ADM did just 
that. PACs do it all the time. It’s 
something similar to what Ross 
Perot called “that giant sucking 
sound.” Sunkist made that sound 
too. Although growers gave to Her- 
schensohn during the campaign, 
afterward the Sunkist PAC came to 
Boxer with $1,000. Pacific Telesis 
sat out the campaign, then gave 
Boxer $5,000. 

Also of interest is Sen. Fein- 
stein’s PAC profile. After the Amer- 
ican Dental PAC gave John Sey- 
mour $10,000 during the campaign, 
$2,000 came dribbling in afterward 
for newly elected Feinstein. 

Seymour bettors seeking influ- 
ence were all in line in the year-end 
report: American Health Care Asso- 
ciation, National Association of Pri- 
vate Psychiatric Hospitals, the inde- 
pendent insurance agents. Naturally 
insurers know how to hedge. The 
Pacific Mutual Insurance PAC and 
National Association of Life Under- 
writers gave to both Seymour and 
Feinstein during the campaign, then 
more to Feinstein later. 

Feinstein, powerfully placed in 
Appropriations (spelled $-$-$-$), 
also took in late contributions 
between $1,000 and $5,000 from 
Seymour backers Fluor (construc- 
tion), General Dynamics (defense), 
Calcot (cotton), Cargil (agriculture), 
the Farm Credit PAC, the Commod- 
ity Futures PAC of the Chicago 
Mercantile Exchange, and Merrill 
Lynch. Do you think she’ Il take 
their calls first? 

Until there’s reform, even hope- 
ful Senate newcomers such as Fein- 
stein and Boxer will have their 
PAC-marks. @

political.... Quite frankly, many of 
the people there were People’s Park 
activists who feel that the station has 
not defended their point of view.” 

“J think they are not a representa- 
tive group of people,” said Scott, an 
African American woman. “I think 
they are representative of part of the 
community, mostly from Berkeley 
and parts of Oakland, primarily 
white.... We broadcast to one-third 
of the state of California. We have 
to be representative of areas like 
Santa Rosa, San Jose, and Marin.” 


UNION BLUES 


The Listener’s Group, as manage- 
ment sees it, does not help its cause 
by piling on accusations of racism, 
union-busting, or allegations that 
people like Scott are, according to 
Dunifer, “part of the whole deadly 
covert operation in Berkeley to 
repress the Left.” To management, 
these critics are not only irresponsi- 
ble, but also misinformed as to who 
has real control over what goes on 
the air. 

Ironically, Scott, who receives 
the brunt of abuse from disaffected 
staff and listeners for reasons that 
may owe more to style and person- 
ality than politics, repeatedly echoes 
listener concerns when she decries 
the lack of a weekly program focus- 
ing on the homeless, and the dearth 
of relevant public affairs program- 
ming, Her claim that she has consis- 
tently pushed for more public affairs 
programming is supported by Den- 
nis Bernstein, a producer of Flash- 
points. 

“Without Pat Scott,” said Bern- 
stein, “Flashpoints would never 
have happened.” 

Over the past month, Flashpoints 
itself became a flashpoint neatly 
illustrating the difficulties involved 
in putting new programs on the air 
at KPFA. 

“What I’ve been trying to do,” 
said Scott, “is set up a system 
whereby the radio station’s pro- 
gramming can organically change 
along with the demographics and 
the social issues that need to be 
addressed and are not addressed by 
mainstream media. And that’s 
what’s hardest to do, because some- 
one gets into a time slot and they 
don’t want to be moved, even 
though what they are now doing is 
no longer germane to what’s going 
on in the world.” 

In the case of Flashpoints, creat- 
ed as an emergency response to the 
Persian Gulf War, Scott said she 
wanted to extend the interim con- 
tract the Flashpoints team was 
working under for another two 
years, without making them perma- 
nent paid staff, because two years 
from now, “what they’re really good 
at may not be any good for KPFA,” 
she said. 

The union saw it differently. To 
it, agreeing to individual contracts 
would weaken its collective 
strength. The issue became one of 
job security for paid staff, an area in 
which KPFA’s union, which repre- 
sents 25 to 30 paid staff, has consis- 
tently refused to budge. In the end, 
the union and management ham- 
mered out an agreement in which. 





the Flashpoints crew became per- 
manent paid staff, although the five 
employees are receiving only the 
equivalent of one and a half full- 
time salaries. 

The intersection between pro- 
gramming flexibility and labor 
issues is unique to KPFA. Although 
Maldari, a former shop steward, : 
noted that nothing in the union con- 
tract refers to programming, at 
KPFA, all programming decisions 
are made by the Programming 
Council, a group dominated by the 
directors of KPFA’s six large pro- 
gramming departments. All the 
department heads belong to the 
union, and most have been or are 
shop stewards. To effect change at 
KPFA, one must deal with their 
institutional power, a reality that 
members of the Listener’s Group, 
many of whom are quick to label 
Scott a union buster, are less than 
eager to acknowledge. 


PRIMETIME POWERPLAYS 


Yet another locus of power at KPFA 


~ revealed itself during a recent move 


by Scott, in coordination with the 
Programming Council, to change 
the way the coveted Primetime slot 
is allotted. The new plan would 
revoke the permanent hold that cur- 
rent Primetime programmers enjoy 
in favor of a flexible schedule. 

Unfortunately, both management 
and the department heads failed to 
adequately warn the volunteer pro- 
grammers of the proposed changes, 
thus setting off another uproar of 
protest. The whole idea had to be 
temporarily shelved. 

“Tt was bungled a bit,” Maldari 
said. 

“Tt has been really difficult to 
change programming, and I think 
from time to time the trust in deci- 
sion-making breaks down,” Sal- 
niker said. 

“] think that this is the heart of 
the whole dispute among staff and 
the management.... People suspect 
that management has an individual 
agenda, and management suspects 
that no matter what kind of consul- 
tation they do and no matter how 
many times they talk to the depart- 
ment heads, no kind of change will 
be allowed by the unpaid staff.... 
Right now I think everybody is so 
polarized that you can’t really have 
a dialogue, and that’s the real sad 
part.” 

Seen in the light cast by the 
examples of Flashpoints and Prime- 
time, the angry listeners picketing 
KPFA last Friday afternoon with a 
banner reading “KPFA: Listener- 
Supported, Management-Dictated” 
are guilty of oversimplifying the 
issue. Nobody dictates anything at 
KPFA. But the listeners are justified 
in their anger at being at the bottom 
of the food chain, while at the same 
time footing most of the bill. 

Pacifica does intend to move 
forward with an aggressive nation- 
al expansion that includes more 
national programming and a 
greater reliance on foundation 
funding. Whether that is a move to 
the right is moot. As long as there is 
no institutional inclusion of listen- 
ers into the Pacifica universe, 
grass-roots rumblings will become 
a steady roar. @

REALM OF THE SENSES

[UCKED AWAY on Claremont 

Avenue, less than one block 

from hectic Telegraph 

Avenue in Oakland, is a 
respite for the senses. Sparsely deco- 
rated but definitely African in 
essence, the Red Sea feels like a true 
neighborhood restaurant. I under- 
stand why this casual African eatery 
is frequented by local Ethiopians and 
Americans: The food is authentic and 
delicious, and it is served in tradition- 
al style on large platters with folded 
stacks of injera, the amazing bread 
served with multiple Ethiopian dish- 
es. 

The menu is divided into several 
categories. Beginning with appetiz- 
ers and salads, it then describes poul- 
try, lamb, beef, seafood, and vegetar- 
ian entrées, followed by house spe- 
cialties, spaghetti, and, finally, bever- 
ages. At long last, after enjoying 
countless meals with injera, I now 
know what really contributes to that 
familiar full-too-soon feeling. It isn’t 
just the injera — it’s the combination 
of that spongelike bread with several 
kinds of grains and beans, plus the 
fact that almost all dishes are cooked 
in butter, that makes this cuisine so 
filling. Link this with the large vol- 
ume of beer often consumed during 
the meal, and you wind up fat and 
happy campers. 

Begin with a garlicky bowl of 
excellent hummus ($3.25) made with 
plenty of lemon juice, or a dish of 
whole lentils tossed with tomatoes, 
onions, green bell peppers, and 


lemon juice ($2.95). Both are served ~ 


with pita bread. 
For those who adore hot, spicy

food, sebhi dorho ($6.75) is a must. 
Two ultra-tender chicken thighs, 
redolent with fresh lemon, garlic, 
ginger root, cardamom, and nutmeg, 
were combined in a fiery red-pepper 
sauce and served wrapped in a round 
of injera. With this dish, you proba- 
bly won’t need any berbere (an 
incendiary hot-chili paste made in 
part from hot peppers, garlic, and 
spices) with this dish. Milder but still 
flavorful was zelbo ($6.75), a habit- 
forming mixture of exceedingly ten- 
der bits of beef combined with 
spinach, ginger, garlic, and onions 
simmered in an herbed butter. Kitfo 
($7.95), a concoction of finely 
chopped raw beef tossed with spiced 
butter and hot peppers, is also offered 
lightly cooked and mixed with home- 
made cottage cheese. This dish has a 
round, balanced, almost sweet flavor 
compared to the others; it’s tasty, but 
the rather chewy texture is a bit off- 
putting. 

The vegetarian combination 
($7.95) includes spinach cooked in 
butter with garlic and onions (hamli); 
puréed red lentils, cooked with 
turmeric, ginger, and garlic, that had 
a golden color and a haunting, almost 
sweet aftertaste (birsin); and ground 
split peas cooked with red peppers 
(kik wot). The colorful array of vege- 
tarian selections was joined by a 
potent dab of berbere and was also 
served on a piece of injera. Atakilt 
alitcha ($6.25), a combination of car- 
rots, potatoes, cabbage, and onions, 
offers more texture than the puréed 
vegetarian dishes. 

The kilwa dorho ($6.95), a mild 
but bold-tasting dish made with 
boneless chunks of chicken, sweet 
onions, green peppers, and various 
spices, was also superb. Shrimp 
alicha ($6.95) is made with tiny bay 
shrimp that almost appear to be the 
dried and reconstituted variety, com- 
bined with lots of onions, tomatoes, 
and garlic. The only dish we didn’t 
universally enjoy was a gamey lamb 
stew (begee alitcha, $6.95), made 


with fatty chunks of lamb on the bone 
and injera. 

One of the best features this cui- 
sine offers is the option of trying five 
or six different dishes at one sitting. 
Both vegetarian and non-vegetarian 
combinations are available. 

Service was just right one 
evening, but our lunch experience 
was a bit lackluster due to the slow 
arrival of our food, one forgotten 
dish, and the appearance of several 
others our server could not identify. 
This minor flaw did not detract from 
the wonderful food, however, or our 
enthusiasm while devouring the 
many different flavors and textures. 
Try to make the Red Sea your desti- 
nation when you have a group of 
three or more adventurous, hungry 
folks. @

HENEVER THE Subject 
of Monte Hellman — 
the great American 
director of once-cele- 
brated, now half-remembered classics 
like the gripping, existential Westerns 
The Shooting and Ride in the Whirl- 
wind and the fiercely sublime road 
movie Two-Lane Blacktop — comes 
up, a certain overdetermined, 
movieland anecdote always leaps to 
mind. 

It comes from Wim Wenders’ telling 
time capsule, the short film Chambre 
666, a series of 
revealing inter- 
views with famous 
filmmakers shot in 
Wenders’ hotel 
suite during the 
1982 Cannes festi- 
val. When Hellman 
takes his turn in 
front of the camera, 
and Wenders asks 
him to comment on 
“the end of cine- 
ma,” he responds 
by analyzing the newly ubiquitous medi- 
um of home videotaping and the habits 
it had, for him, engendered: 

“T find myself taping movie after 
movie — all the movies I’ve always 
meant to watch. Then I take the 
movies out of the VCR and store them 
in the closet. And then I repeat the 
process. I never get around to watch- 
ing the movies, but I’ve got a great 
collection.” (This dialogue’s an 
approximation; I never did get a tape 
of Chambre 666.) 

Not only was Hellman’s humor- 
ous, cautionary tale pointedly in tune 
with the taping habits of several peo- 
ple I know, but for a director whose 
work had slipped well past the regular 
schedules of repertory theaters into 
videotape limbo and beyond, it 
seemed a dour summation of his own 
nearly obliterated culture status. You 
might run across his Westerns sitting 
forlornly on a shelf in video shops 
here and there. But if you were look- 
ing for Two-Lane Blacktop — the film 
whose entire screenplay Esquire once 
published, announcing on their cover: 
“Read it first! Our nomination for the 
movie of the year” — forget 
about it. It’s never been out 
on tape. 

The only place you might 
find it would be in Monte 
Hellman’s closet. 


FRONTIER ANXIETY 

This week, thanks to the Red Vic, 
those closet doors swing wide — 
wide-screen, that is — and a studio- 
vault print of Two-Lane Blacktop 
motors in for a much-appreciated 
revival. A quintessential document of 
end-of-the-’60s malaise, Hellman’s 
1971 nugget is every bit as steeped in 
road-baked alienation as the film to 
which it’s inevitably compared — - 
Easy Rider — though it’s not half as 
dated, or nearly as politically hysteri- 
cal. In fact, as flat-affect examinations 
of American frontier anxiety go, Hell- 
man’s film shuts down Hopper’s busy 
little two-wheeler and Godard’s simi- 
larly vehicle-savvy Eurocrash, Week- 
end, in the same tread-smokin’ dead 
heat. 





The asphalt 
jungle: Warren 


Oates as the 
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Written for the screen by novelist 
Rudolph Wurlitzer (and co-scripted 
by Will Corry, who wrote the story), 
Two-Lane Blacktop is a lean, 
stripped-down muscle machine of 
narrative economy, its essentialist plot 
set against a backdrop of collision- 
totaled Sunday drivers and devil-may- 
care speed demons. The Driver 
(sullen James Taylor) and the 
Mechanic (beefy 
Dennis Wilson) 
pilot the Car (a 
souped-up, 
primer-gray ’55 
Chevy) from mid- 
night drag race to 
dust bow] funny- 
car derby, stop- 
ping only for the 
occasional cheese- 
burger or roadside 
carburetor rebuild. 
Along the way, 
and through no effort of their own, 
they acquire the Girl (the thoroughly 
enigmatic Laurie Bird) — a frowsy, 
moccasined hippie-chick who 
becomes the inarticulate duo’s irregu- 
lar mistress and ineffable muse. 

The real star of the film, however, 
is the ear-bending tale-spinner and 
hitchhiker-magnet GTO — named 
after the screaming yellow, factory- 
built “Detroit machine” he drives. 
Brought to life by the dazzling War- 
ren Oates, GTO serves both as a cata- 
lyst for the film’s imminently inter- 
tuptible central action — a cross- 
country road race for “pink slips” (the 
vehicles’ titles) — and as a brilliant 
condensation of period-specific male 
anxiety. 

Pitted against the blue-jeaned, 
quasi-rockers in the Chevy, GTO 
comes on like an intrusive specter of 
the schizophrenic ’60s masculine cul- 
ture just then on the wane. For every 
hitchhiker he picks up, GTO’s got a 
different macho fairy tale to tell. Of 
his car, he explains to one Texan: “I 
bought her in Bakersfield. I was test- 
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ing jets at the time, and it got to where 
I had to have more action on the 
ground — know what I mean?” For 
another rider, the car’s a high-stakes 
win from a Vegas gaming table — 
and so on. His compulsive bullshitting 
is no less a vivid accumulation of 
playboy fantasies than his ultra-suave 
attire: loafers, ascot, V-necked 
sweater, and racing gloves. Oates’ jit- 
tery, winning performance gives 
GTO’s ambidextrous identity full 
vent; it might just be this acting leg- ~ 
end’s finest work. 

Much like Wurlitzer’s novels, 
identity flux and linguistic agony 
roam the film’s endless highways like 
nameless nomads, burned-out on too 
much Beckett. While GTO keeps his 
hand on the wheel, his manly persona 
shapeshifting with the bends of the 
road, the exchanges between the Driv- 
er and the Mechanic are enough to 
coerce the viewer onto a multileaf fly- 
over of misnomers and mistaken 
intentions: “We need to get some 
bread to do some carburetor work and 
take a look at the rear end,” says the 
Mechanic during one lonesome 
stretch. “I don’t see anybody paying 
attention to my rear end,” comes the 
Girl’s racy, back-seat interjection. 

Despite the libidinal economy of 


muscle-car motoring — where “she” 
is a pronoun reserved strictly for your 
Chevy and femininity is due less mys- 
tique than whatever your ’rod’s got 
under its hood — the Girl still man- 
ages to drain the racers’ tanks — and 
then some. The boys’ constant pedal- 
stomping may serve to remind you 
just how chained they are to their 
wheels, but the Girl blithely slices 
across their dusty trails, always light- 
ening her load, ever searching for a 
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smoother ride. It’s her car-free ways 
that finally foul both the GTO’s and 
the Driver’s emotional plugs, and her 
readiness to split the scene altogether 
sends the film from something like 
narrative momentum into a formalist 
spin from which it cannot recover. 
The “end of cinema,” indeed: Two- 
Lane Blacktop’s low-key climax is 
the most elemental sort of filmic 
apocalypse imaginable. 


CALL HIM MR. SHATTER 


After all these years, Hellman’s no 
stranger to the whimsied vacillations 
of anonymity and resurrection. The 
ghost director behind Roger Cor- 
man’s notorious cheapie The Terror 
(with Jack Nicholson), and a short- 
time helmer on Hammer Studios’ first 
foray into the British horror/Hong 
Kong kung fu hybrid, Call Him Mr. 
Shatter!, Hellman’s won as many 
dubious distinction awards as outright 
accusations for cinematic genius — 
but he’s never less than busy. Lately 
you might have noticed his name as 
the executive producer on Reservoir 
Dogs, but how many have seen his 
work on Silent Night, Deadly Night 3? 
Right now he’s in the midst of a 
variety of disparate projects, from 
developing a Ken Kesey screenplay 


he plans to direct to editing a new film 
based on Orson Welles’ never-com- 
pleted 1942 Brazilian documentary, 
It’s All True, for an upcoming release. 

Although Hellman may occasion- 
ally have been forgotten, he’s never 
been gone. This week’s revival of 
Two-Lane Blacktop is a terrific oppor- 
tunity to take a peak at his past. 
Chances are it’!] be ample encourage-

With Trojan the mes- 
sage is clear: Greece, Japan, or other 
— every country has suffered the 
spoils of war. We all fall victim to

aggression. 

Goto has also considered cultural 
complexities, such as the difficulties 
Japanese audiences might have 
understanding the roots of Euripi- 
des’ original tragedy, and American 
ignorance of Japanese culture. 

“A Greek-Japanese Trojan gives 
Western and Asian audiences some- 
thing culturally familiar and some- 
thing unfamiliar,” says Goto. “The 
point [of merging cultures] is for 
people to transcend their cultural 
framework, time, and place, and dis- 
cover the wonderful, the beautiful, 
the universal.” 

Cultural familiarity, he feels, 
isn’t a prerequisite to understand or 
appreciate this production. “In 
‘fusion theater,’ ” he says, “some 
fluid, harmonious synthesis is not 
necessarily achieved, but possibili- 
ties are extended. I hope, I wish, and 
I believe we’re creating a ‘pan’- 
eclectic style.” 

At the same time, he makes the 
point that possessing cultural 
knowledge has a place. “You have 
to have certain criteria to understand 
the sensitivity of the culture, of 
course,” he explains. “And in some 
cases background knowledge may 
make you realize a particular walk is 
difficult or meaningful or that it 
takes tremendous concentration — 
but [that knowledge] is not neces- 
sary to be awed by what’s onstage.” 

Explanations do clarify, of 
course, and to fill in the gaps for his 
audience Goto provides cultural 
notes in the program. “But they 
aren’t essential,” he maintains. He 
feels his productions should stand 
alone, that the new cultural univer- 
sality that emerges is their main pur- 
pose. “My goal is for the audience to 
say, ‘Ahh, that’s incredible,’ ” says 
Goto, “even for a moment. If I can 
do that, then I’ve succeeded.” 

The Tokyo-born director studied 
American and European theater for 
his BFA and MFA and Japanese 
theater for his Ph.D., so his eclectic 
approach is second nature to him. 
He believes every culture has a part 
to add to the whole. For example, 
Western dance stresses defying 


gravity while Asian dance empha- 
sizes working with gravity. So he 
employs both traditions to broaden 
the range of movement. 

“Every living body has its own 
idiosyncratic, personal movement,” 
he says. “My purpose is to go 
through the actors’ bodies to see 
what they can achieve and present 
what I want and see what they can 
do. I borrow from different cultures. 
I’m constantly changing concepts, 
visions — according to need, avail- 
ability, according to skills — so I 
can use the best of the actor I have.” 

In The Trojan Women, Goto’s 
directorial methods, however, are 
unmistakably Japanese. He uses the 
highly physical Suzuki method of 
training actors, focusing on the feet 
to heighten body awareness. Before 
rehearsal, the cast greets each other 
in Japanese and exercises together. 
The play’s setting is Hiroshima. 
And actors clearly move in Noh and 
Kabuki styles. His costumes are tra- 
ditionally Japanese, with a sprin- 
kling of Western touches. 

“T’m Japanese,” Goto explains. 
“That will come out. [For The Tro- 
jan Women| I chose to keep the aes- 
thetics Japanese and use traditional 
theater conventions.” But Noh and 


_ Kabuki take years to learn — and 


none of his cast is Japanese. 

“Y’m not making Western actors 
authentic Asian actors,” he stresses. 
“J’m making Western actors better 
Western actors. The Suzuki method 
provides a ‘package’ training that is 
based on the essence of Noh and 
Kabuki. The concepts of grounding, 
rooting, centering, balance, breath- 
ing, coordination, sense of physical- 
ity: Those are fundamental regard- 
less of style. Through it actors 
become better physically.” 

Observing, learning, and tasting 
foreign conventions, whatever our 
own cultural heritage, can be a pro- 
cess of self-discovery and of discov- 
ering others. 

Goto is betting that the results 
will be worth the risk. @

NE OF THE things that seem 

to make George Bernard 

Shaw’s plays accumulate 

appeal with time is their 
notion of the discourse between men 
and women. In most 20th century 
drama, this communication stylistical- 
ly reflects the perceived raging angst 
beneath. Philosophical/romantic argu- 
ments are short on polysyllables; 
they’re as sweaty as wrestling rounds. 
But Shaw’s protagonists play some- 
thing more akin to verbal badminton 
— the art of defining love is more 
interesting to them than the thing (or 
act) itself. 

Whether grunting or volleying, it’s 
still all about who wins in the end. 
Watching Shaw onstage, you can 
briefly swallow the idea that this battle

for supremacy can be waged in utter 
civility. How high concept. 

The 1894 Candida launches the 
new Aurora Theatre Company’s first 
season (following last year’s literary 
pastiche Dear Master, also staged in 
the rarefied confines of the Berkeley 
City Club). Not so overt a vehicle for 
parley as some later, more-expansive 
works, Candida floats the hoariest of 
theatrical questions: With two reason- 
ably worthy men competing for her, 
whom will the heroine choose? 

Perhaps choice is not the operative 
term here. “I suppose you have settled 
that I must belong to one or the other 
[of you],” the object of domestic dis- 
pute snaps. In their different ways and 
for different “lofty” purposes, each 
man hopes to claim her — much as 
they might “buy a pound of cheese.” 

Typically, the outcome is as pre- 
dictable as the reasoning that leads 
there is ... not. Shaw’s protagonists 
must approach apparently simple 
emotional crises via elevated debate. 
Not for him the climactic, all-clarify- 
ing smack in the face. Allotting his 
figures (supporting “fatheads” and 
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dowds aside) real intelligence, he 
doesn’t smirk when they employ it 
rather than simply bowing before the 
totems of propriety and sentiment. As 
a dry-eyed modernist, Shaw doesn’t 
figure we’ve “lost touch” with our 
primeval selves. He says to hell with 
all that — if Grasping Biped status 
comes with intellectual baggage, then 
for god’s sake why shrink back into 
the cave? His characters will work it 
out in educated, contractual terms or 
not at all. 

Eventually defining those terms is 
Candida (Kimberly King), beatific 
but no-nonsense wife of the Rev. 
James Morell (Terry Lamb). 
Immersed in his career —as preemi- 
nent local speechifier on the virtues of 
linking socialism and Christianity — 
James offers a life of reliable pragma- 
tism to Candida and their dependents. 

This constitutes criminal neglect 
in the eyes of Eugene (David Burke 
Chrisman), a sort of aristocratic 
foundling the Morells have taken 
under their wing. A tousled, verse- 
reciting type who might well weep at 
the sight of cut flowers, Eugene 
means to “rescue” Candida from the 
“slavery” of an unappreciative hus- 
band. 

“Moralist and windbag” that the 
latter is, James confuses stupidity 
with nobility by practically handing 
over the matrimonial keys to his 
usurper. For his part, Eugene confus- 
es Candida’s maternal indulgence for 
something more sensual/goddessy 
and mistakes his own emotional 
naiveté for adult passion. 

Only the war-booty herself is 
unmoved by this blizzard of male 
melodrama. Candida is surtitled “A 
Mystery”; the central figure is both 
Shaw’s puzzle and his solution. 
Caught between Eugene’s adolescent 
operatics and James’ assumption of 
authoritative maturity, Candida must 
blow their cover while revealing her 
own covert role. She is really the 
“master” of them all, quite capable of 
spanking when necessary. 

Gradually zeroing in on this piv- 
otal moment, Candida reveals its air- 
tight construction only in after- 
thought; the ping and shine of the lan- 
guage keeps you busy on a moment- 
to-moment basis. Barbara Oliver’s 
Aurora production could hardly be 
more deft. It manages to deliver the 
wit without camp, the drama without 
portent. 

In supporting roles, John Zic, 
Dean Goodman, and Esther Mulligan 
are quite competent. But the three 
leads really dig under the skin — both 
their characters’ and our own. Chris- 
man’s Eugene, in particular, is a spec- 
tacular creation. Tossed around the 
drawing room by the G force of pur- 
ple emotions, a bohemian Keane 
painting prone toward “poetic hor- 
ror,” this Eugene is haplessly funny. 

Yet Chrisman and Oliver refuse to 
make him an actual joke. They know 
that in the end, Shaw sympathizes 
with Eugene’s sentimental expecta- 
tions more than he’d care to admit. 
It’s hardly Candida’s job to fill the 
abstracted shoes of Woman as “gate 
of heaven.” Liberating her as human 
being, the playwright still suggests a 
morsel of regret that she wouldn’t — 
couldn’t — stay up there on the 
pedestal. 


ASWELL REVIVAL 


Men and women are also duking it 
out in Guys and Dolls, which is cur- 
rently docked at the Golden Gate in 
Jerry Zaks’ much-admired revival 
production. 

The conceptual snap of this 1950 
work is intact. Cheerfully two-dimen- 
sional at birth, writer Damon Runy- 
on’s characters fit just swell into the 
conventions of musical comedy, with 
their pre-bop slang and mythically 
harmless criminality. While the patter 
has lost some luster as comic dia- 
logue, it still makes for inspired lyri- 
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The guys cut loose with Th 


cal fodder in Frank Loesser’s OK-to- 
great score. The never-was nostalgia 
on exhibit here already knows it’s 
camp. That knowingness lets Guys 
muffle the creaky noises made by 
less-wiseguy relics from Broadway’s 
golden age. 

Set ina fantasy Noo Yawk — 
vaguely 1930s, but without that nasty 
Depression — the show is basically 
about two broads muscling ne’er-do- 
wells toward the altar. Showgirl Miss 
Adelaide (Lorna Luft) has been wait- 
ing for fiancé Nathan Detroit (Lewis 
J. Stadlen) for 14 years. But his “old- 
est established permanent floating 
crap game” in town keeps bumping 
the big date. 

More difficult is the courtship 
between urban missionary Sarah 
Brown (Patricia Ben Peterson) and 
inveterate gambler Sky Masterson 
(Richard Muenz). His latest bet rides 
on seducing this Pollyanna into the 
fallen-womanhood of a Havana 
daytrip.

THE WRING OF LIFE 
Humor based in the banal exigencies 
of everyday life — like looking for 
work or a place to live — can be, 
well, banal. In The Wring’s matched 
one-acts “The Job Hunter” and 
“The Apartment Hunter,” Fred 
Adler avoids this trap by flinging 
himself headlong over it. He turns 
cartwheels, runs circles around the 
stage, does headstands, and con- 
torts his body, transcending his 
material through sheer physical 
intensity. It all comes at you so quick 
that you hardly have time to notice 
the stock elements in many of his 
characters: a manipulative interview- 
er, a sexually predatory landlady, a 
psychotic roommate. 

But Adler's not all acrobatics and

momentarily learn to shake her tam- 
bourines for strictly secular purposes, 
The sharpie must get all redemptively 
bothered over the first truly “nice” 
thang whose french-kissing prowess 
he’s ever emancipated.

I saw the cool-cat “Sit Down, 
You’re Rockin’ the Boat” number on 
the Tony Awards telecast a while 
back and figured on a whole evening 
of similar glee. Natch, “Boat” is far 
and away the best sequence here, 
peaking Christopher Chadman’s 
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intermittently inspired choreography. 

The rest is pleasant but seldom so 
dynamic. Like most chestnuts, Guys 
and Dolls has fat in need of trimming 
(what preservationist fervor kept the 
eminently tossable “More I Cannot 
Wish You” on board?). And like most 
touring entities, the current produc- 
tion offers a cast and an energy level 
one or two notches below the hoped- 
for total NYC oomph. Both juvenile 
leads are vocally fine, personality 
blah. Luft easily hits her poodle-yelp 
comic cues yet doesn’t seem to be try- 
ing all that hard in a part she could 
take through the roof. Stadlen’s droll 
Nathan is the tastiest major turn. 

While Zaks’ cartoon approach 
flattened the depth out of his recent 
Six Degrees of Separation, it’s per- 
fectly welcome in this context. The 
design elements are all dizzy fluores- 
cence, raging sartorial plaids amid 
Chuck Jones—expressionist settings. 
Given the slovenly nature of so many 
touring revivals, the relative exuber- 
ance and care on exhibit here merit 
some gratitude. @ 


fury. For me, The Wring is strongest 
when he plays with the absurdities 
of language. He understands all too 
well the job/apartment seeker’s self- 
loathing and self-deceptions.

BUSTING THE Sissy MyrH 


Dancer Barton Mumaw remembers the Ted Shawn legacy

CG T’S A FIGHT every genera- 
tion has to fight over 
1 says Barton 

Mumaw a little sadly, 
when asked about whether and how 
homophobia has changed since the 
1930s. Back then he was very much 
in the public eye as a dancer with 
Ted Shawn’s Men Dancers. Now 
living in St. Petersburg, Fla., the 80- 
year-old Mumaw spoke on the occa- 
sion of “Men Dancers: The Ted 
Shawn Legacy,” to be performed 
this weekend at the Herbst Theatre 
in San Francisco. 

The concert was put together to 
commemorate what would have 
been Ted Shawn’s 100th birthday, 
and will feature original work by 
Shawn and José Limon, as well as 
by contemporary choreographers, 
including Garth Fagan’s lyrical 
Oatka Trail and Brides of Franken- 
stein by High Risk founder Rick 
Darnell. 

Shawn created his all-male 
ensemble in 1933 after having 
toured with his wife and partner 
Ruth St. Denis in the Denishawn 
Dance Company for nearly 20 years. 
It was in the middle of the Depres- 
sion at a time when the idea of male 
dancing not only was suspect but 
was inconceivable for any red- 
blooded American male. “He got 
away with it,” explains Mumaw, 
“because at that time he was very 
well known. As a matter of fact, he 
was a superstar very much like 
Baryshnikov is today.” 

Mumaw became Shawn’s first 
dancer and also his lover. He 
remembers how thunderstruck he 
was when he first met Shawn. “I was 
taken to see the Denishawn Dance 
Company when they came to town. I 
had dabbled in art and theater, but 


when I saw Ted dance I knew that 
was what I wanted to do with my 
life. | was 17 at the time. When he 
invited me to join him at the summer 
school in New York, I did. Fortu- 
nately my parents were artistic and 
very well respected in our communi- 
ty. So I did not have to suffer the 
way many others did. I was accepted 
for who I was.” 

Mumaw moved with Shawn to 
Jacob’s Pillow, the farm Shawn had 
bought in 1930, which is still the site 
of the oldest dance festival in Amer- 
ica. It was there that Shawn created 
his style of male dancing, which 
stressed strong, vigorous movement, 
clearly designed to diffuse the idea 
of male dance as being “effeminate” 
and for “sissies.” 

The best-known example is the 
1935 Kinetic Molpai, which will 
close this weekend’s performance. It 
is a good example of forceful, athlet- 
ic dancing, innovative for the time, 
though no doubt somewhat dated 
because of its limited view of male 
expressiveness. Mumaw, who 
taught the work to the current crop 
of dancers, calls it the first abstract 
dance in America: 

“Ted used principles of modern 
dance and got a lot of his images 
from sports and folk dancing. We 
used to practice in a gym at Spring- 
field College. That’s also how we 
got some dancers. There was a 
wrestler there who wanted to join. 
And our music director brought a 
pole-vaulter from Kansas.” 

They all lived on the farm ina 
rather utopian rustic environment in 
the Berkshires. “Ted had some oddi- 
ties,” says Mumaw. “For instance, 
he wouldn’t allow us to have either a 
radio or a telephone. He wanted us 
to be close to the earth. It was very 
hard, often quite cold, and rather 
primitive. But we all were young, 


ambitious, and adored what we were 
doing.” 

Touring often meant packing 
costumes and sets for three different 
shows into a station wagon. Train 
travel would have been easier, but 
schedules, because of the Depres- 
sion, had been drastically reduced. 
Lots of one-night stands. Constant 
fatigue. Teaching at colleges and 
packing up once again. And then 
there was the constant fear of being 
“outed.” The ensemble of eight had 
both gay and straight dancers. 

“T am forever grateful that no one 
in the national or international press 
even once made an allusion,” 
remembers Mumaw. “Every year I 
was worried whether something 
might break. A single mention 
would have ruined all of us. There 
were people who would show up 
with vegetables ready to throw, but 
it never happened.” 

Shawn, who had studied for the 
ministry before converting to dance 
in his early 20s, always insisted on 
maintaining absolute decorum, part- 
ly because of who he was as an indi- 
vidual, but also because he realized 
what the slightest trace of “scandal” 
would mean for the company. 

“We knew we were performing 
for audiences who had never seen 
such scantily dressed men,” says 
Mumaw. “So we had to shave off all 
our body hair. If any pubic hair 
would have shown, we could have 
been arrested. We also painted our 
bodies bronze all over so we looked 
more like statues than like men.” 

Then it came to an abrupt end. 
“We all went to war,” Mumaw says, 
“except one who had flat feet. And 


in the end they took that one, too.” @

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TEVE COLEMAN is the kind of 
musician who can make a writ- 
er or critic feel obsolete. First, 
there’s the difficulty of describ- 
ing his music: an idiosyncratic 
hybrid of acoustic and electric 
sounds, improvisations and 
composed structures, hard 
thythmic grooves and fanciful melodic flights. It 
mows down all the categories erected around it: 
jazz/funk, futuristic fusion, “the union of elemen- 
tary hip hop and intermediate bebop.” And its origi- 
nality belies facile comparisons, whether to James 
Brown and George Clinton or to Miles Davis and 
Ornette Coleman. 

Then there’s the 36-year-old alto saxophonist’s 
own impatience with definitions. For instance: 
“The word jazz doesn’t mean anything,” he says, 
echoing a common dissent. “Every time somebody 
says jazz they’re talking about something different. 
Some people might call Kenny G jazz, some people 
might call Duke Ellington jazz, another person will 
call Quincy Jones jazz. If someone tells me they 
like classical music, I always say, like who? If they 
tell me Scarlatti or Penderecki or Beethoven or 
Ligeti, then I have an idea of what they’re talking 
about. So I just refer to individuals. If I mean the 
music of Kenny Dorham, then I’Il say ‘the music of 
Kenny Dorham.’ ” 

So when “the music of Steve Coleman” 
becomes the issue, words are virtually doomed. “I 
say I play creative music,” offers the man whom 
many came to know through his recordings and 
tours with bassist Dave Holland. “And if anybody 
really pushes me, I might say M-Base, because I 
know they don’t know what that means and that’!1 
be the end of it.” 

Coleman obviously doesn’t mind talking, how- 
ever. When we spoke last week, he was in Ger- 
many, where it was three o’clock in the morning. 
He was preparing to travel to Switzerland the next 
day to continue a tour with his trio before returning 
to the States and heading to the West Coast with his 
Five Elements band for a six-night run at Keystone 
Korner Yoshi’s in Oakland next week. But Cole- 
man showed no signs of weariness, hammering on 
philosophical issues surrounding the creation and 
definition of music. 

“I’m not one of those people who’s trying to say, 
“This is jazz, this ain’t jazz, this is jazz,’ like Wyn- 
ton or some of them do,” he says. “I don’t care what 
jazz is. Personally, with the definition some people 
have for jazz, I don’t consider what Charlie Parker 
did to be that.” 

What Coleman does is compose and improvise 
(he sees no real distinction) in the effort to create a 
musical language that will express his personal 
experience. 

To that end, the Chicago native collaborates 
with a wide range of other musicians, most notably

the M-Base movement he founded sometime after 
moving to New York in 1978. M-Base (Macro- 
Basic Array of Structured Extemporizations) has 
grown into a transient and flexible alignment of 
like-minded individuals, at one time or another 
including Geri Allen, Cassandra Wilson, Greg 
Osby, Marvin “Smitty” Smith, Robin Eubanks, and _ 
others. The Brooklyn nexus has come to be consid- 
ered something akin to the Chicago’s AACM 
(Association for the Advancement of Creative 
Musicians) and the St. Louis—based BAG (Black 
Artists Group), building from and extending the 
possibilities in African American music. 

And the music spine out in kaleidoscopic abun- 
dance. Indeed, Coleman’s personal productivity is at 
a peak. His sixth Five Elements album, Drop Kick, 
was released at the end of 1992 on RCA/Novus; this 
month, he is featured on two new DIW/Columbia 
recordings, the M-Base Collective’s Anatomy ofa 
Groove and the Strata Institute’s Transmigration, on 
which he joins alto saxophonist Osby and 70-year- 
old Chicago tenor giant Von Freeman. 

“What you’re hearing with M-Base is the com- 
mon ground of a bunch of people’s experiences,” 
Coleman says. “It’s the same with the Strata Insti- 
tute. What you hear is what’s common between 
what Osby and I do and what Von Freeman does. 
It’s just like two people talking — they talk about 


what both people can understand.” 


What gets in the way of understanding, he 
argues, is the Western tendency to compare, con- 
trast, and categorize, especially on the part of critics. 
“Take Charlie Parker’s music, for example,” he 
says. “I haven’t read one thing by any writer or critic 
that even comes close to understanding what I think 
it’s about. And that’s older stuff. It’s even worse 
with recent stuff. It doesn’t matter if you’re talking 
about Charlie Parker or James Brown or Louis 
Armstrong or Jimi Hendrix or Duke Ellington or 
Geri Allen. Those things are coming from the same 
kind of aesthetic, and that aesthetic is just not under- 
stood. Naturally, somebody like [music critic] Peter 
Watrous might disagree with me.” 

But, Coleman continues, it doesn’t take any sort 
of special expertise to grasp the essence of what all 
that music is about. “In fact,” he says, “knowing a 
lot about music, technically, can stop you. I’ve 
talked to people who’ve heard me and who’ve got- 
ten it and have zero musical experience. It doesn’t 
have anything to do with music. I’m talking about 
expressing a certain experience, whatever that expe- 
rience is, and a farmer can do that. My goal is not 
necessarily for people to get it in the sense that I get 
it. [just like people to open up and start thinking for 
themselves, whoever they are.” 

But from Coleman’s perspective, the cultural cli- 
mate for genuine self-expression is degenerating at 
an alarming rate, and the root problem is not the 
education system or the music industry but the 
entire social-political-economic structure, or, as he 
puts it, “the people who are running the world.” 

“What they’re trying to do,” he says, “is get 
everybody to think the same. The whole Western 
aesthetic doesn’t support creativity, unless it’s 
somebody creatively trying to kill somebody else, 
or creatively trying to make some money. 

“This doesn’t mean different creative efforts 
won’t be heard. Charlie Parker’s music got through 
in spite of what was happening. But here’s Anthony 
Braxton, a person who’s truly creative, yet people 
don’t have any idea who he is, he’s almost invisible 
as far as the average person knows, and then there’s 
somebody like — I don’t even have to go to 
Michael Jackson — any pop person. There’s no 
comparison in terms of getting heard. Were we liv- 
ing in a different kind of world, what-we think of as 
creativity now would be mediocre compared to 
what could be done. 

“People marvel at a person like Charlie Parker. 
As far as I’m concerned, Charlie Parker should be 
the norm and then we should go from there. But it’s 
like Charlie Parker said when somebody asked him, 
“How do you feel about your music being ahead?’ 
He said, ‘I’m not ahead, everybody else is behind.’ 
And that’s exactly what the deal is.” @

NCLE TUPELO was 
already on to something. 
But it’s on the band from 
Belleville, Ill.’s third 
album, March 16-20, 1992 (titled 
after their actual recording dates), 
that their music really coalesces 
into some- 
thing solid. 
On their 
1990 debut, 
No Depres- 
sion, and 


Still Feel 
Gone a year 
later, gui- 
tarist Jay 
Farrar, 
bassist Jeff 
Tweedy, 
and drum- 
mer Mike 
Heidorn were moving in a different 
— albeit related — direction from 
the punk rock they grew up with. 
Both albums had plenty of power 
chords, but they also featured 
acoustic guitars, pedal steel, man- 
dolin, and banjo. 

No Depression got our attention, 
but it moved in fits and starts. Still 
Feel Gone kept the free-form mix 
influences, but was more mature. 
Tweedy sang “Nothing” in his best 
Paul Westerberg growl (“Don’t call 
it nothing, this might be all we’ll 
ever have”), while Farrar delivered 
an acoustic “Still Be Around” in a 
twang that would make his forefa- 
thers proud, managing to mention 
the bottle, the Bible, and hardwood 
floors in a single line. The fact that 
these songs worked together showed 
Uncle Tupelo was coming-of-age. 

March 16—20, 1992 is an all- 
acoustic, head-on trip into folk and 
country. The band infuses young

seamlessly with the standards that it 
feels as if Uncle Tupelo has discov- 
ered a musical calling they might 
not even have been aware they had 
— not just another unplugged ses- 
sion, but folk music that enlightens 
and expands the genre without 
burning down the border towns in 
the process. 

It’s hard to tell where Uncle 
Tupelo will go next. The band 
sounds so comfortable on March it 
makes you wonder if electric gui- 
tars will ever be back in the picture. 
But from what I hear about their 
live shows — ferocious | think the 
word was — the band hasn’t yet 
given up rock and roll. Wherever 
the music turns, whichever label 
decides to pick them up (several are 
interested), Uncle Tupelo’s musical 
borders are expanding. @

DEMO TAPE CQ’ THE WEEK 


SEVEN DAY DIARY 


HE SYNERGISTIC effects of 

serious, practiced song- 

writing and strong, versa- 

tile vocals make Seven Day 
Diary’s prolific demo a radio-ready 
invitation to live shows. This is a band 
you might expect to hear at Spike’s 
tonight and then see again three years 
from now headlining at the Warfield 
to promote their hit album. 

Seven Day Diary seems to know 
that a band need not eschew some of 
the more accessible joys of music — 
appealing harmonies, jangling gui- 
tars, and metaphor-packed, yet 
decodable, songs — to make music 
that everyone hasn’t heard a thou- 
sand times before. Not rejecting 
the generations of guitar-rockers and 
female groovers that have led up to 
Seven Day Diary’s moment, the band 
nevertheless manages to come up 
with something original. This is high- 
ly listenable, intelligent music with 





both edge and beauty. 

Seven Day Diary breaks out of 
the euphoria/bitterness dichotomy 
to which so many young bands fall 
prey. When the vocalists sing “Why 
does this life have to hurt so much?” 
in “Stand in the Rain,” you don’t get 
the feeling that this is a suicide note 
of an expression of lost hope. Rather, 
as the band’s name implies, Seven 
Day Diary is a chronicle of human 
experience as seen neither through 
rose-colored lenses nor a black veil. 

Tap your foot and sway your head 
to Seven Day Diary’s infectious, 
haunting songs Feb. 26 at the Par- 
adise. You'll be able to say you 
heard them back when they were 
sending demo tapes to local news- 
papers.

| know ethnic purity —and 
worse, the impulse to recreate it 
— still exists in far too many 
places, but listening to both 
these records explore “India” by 
celebrating “mongrel” mixolo- 
gies (pardon me: syncretism), |'m 
tempted to argue that folk cul- 
ture is finally as dead as God. Hip 
hip hooray. 

Sheila Chandra, born to an 
Indian family and raised in Eng- 
land, calls her latest album “a 
statement about going beyond 
Asian fusion. | do not want to be 
an Indian living museum piece." 
A collection of vocal tracks with 
minimal backup, Weaving My 
Ancestors’ Voices manifests 
astounding range: “spoken per- 
cussion” that dances to a South 
Indian rhythm like the Human 
Beatbox meets a firecracker; 
Muslim prayer chants gradually 
woven into an Irish ballad Baez 
might have sung; a Spanish lulla- 
by given mesmeric qualities by 
the dead-simple drone instru- 
ment accompanying. Museum- 
like? Maybe a little, but I'd pay a 
visit. 

Church of Betty’s Chris Rael is 
more matter-of-fact: just an 
improv dude on holiday — to 
Banaras, in this case. The results 
are less home movie than shop- 
ping spree: recordings of temple 
chants, camel grunts, and shinai 
horns; fine covers of both Hindi 
and Tamil film music (the incredi- 
ble pop staple of India); a skronk 
meets sitar jam with Elliot Sharp 
and Tim Thomas; and a catchy 
number dedicated to Rael’s voice 
teacher that goes “why do you 
cry, Guru ji?” Sometimes the 
lyrics are insufferable (though 
one satire of Judeo-Christian 
mythology works well in this con- 
text), and | can’t say “Song of the 
Dwarf” came off. But Church of 
Betty's experiments are so easy- 
going they delight where more- 
studied efforts would fail. 

Oh yeah. You can hear at 
least one Beatles reference on 
each of these albums. After all, 
what could be more authentic 
than a George and Ravi allusion?

TOY CALDWELL « TOY 
CALDWELL (CABIN FEVER 
MUSIC) 

| was never a fan of the Marshall 
Tucker Band, who lived on the 
more radio-friendly side of the 
Southern rock slag heap.

BETTIE SERVEERT e PALOMINE 
(MATADOR) 


Belgium's got industrial, Italy has techno, France ... well, they did have 
Plastic Bertrand. Holland remains an-untapped vein in the rock world — 
oddly, given that Amsterdam sounds like global slacker heaven, its stu- 
dent-run cafes serving up space cakes and English-language conversation. 
Why, you'd think the world was just waiting for Bettie Serveert, born from 
the ashes of homeland heroes De Artsen and recently brought to these 
shores via the magnificent debut CD Palomine. 

Bettie proves definitively that America is a state of mind, a rock and roll 
myth readily mastered; Palomine careens across a sunbaked topography 
of wide-open spaces and dusty highways like Thelma and Louise kickin’ Neil 
Young's butt. The sleeve sports not only universal-grunge signifiers (a trag- 
ic-looking stuffed dog, a sunflower) but a publicity pic cheerfully geeky 
and bright-red enough to recall the halcyon days of Scandal videos. 

Like Blondie, Bettie Serveert (meaning “Bettie served”; the name salutes 
Dutch tennis star Betty Stove) is a group. The singer is Carol van Dijk. Your _ 
passion for Bettie will depend on your passion for Carol, the most in-your- 
face gurlsince, well, Debbie Harry singing “Just Go Away” in the best Brook- 
lyn accent ever. 

Carol can sound plenty New Yorked-out herself: on “Sundazed to the 
Core,” “your heart” gets squealed into “yoah hahhht.” The breathy 
sheen of a “Heart of Glass,” though, would be beyond her — Carol chomps 
on phrases. She blurts. She slurs her r’s with abandon and whines on the 
high notes. You picture her opening her eyes too wide, looking avid, thrilled. 
And when she stomps out some classic ‘70s independent-woman mouth- 
ful — “You never would allow me to choose my own road!" on “This 
Thing Nowhere,” say — she's miles tougher than you'll ever be. Juliana Hat- 
field a little ways on in life, maybe, except she lacks the neuroses. Consid- 
er that Palomine kicks off with an epic, “Leg,” whose chorus goes: “Well 
here | stand /1 don’t feel too good.” At which point Carol sounds more like 
she’s gonna yak than like her heart's been busted. 

The opening guitars are mesmerizingly shy, hopeful behind their gawky 
discord, waiting for Carol’s bellow — “UnTIE the knot!” — as their cue to 
churn into a Zuma blur. Yet despite the Sebadoh cover (“Healthy Sick”), 
despite spurts of that chinga-ching-ching indie-riffing, Bettie never gets 
heavy for more than seconds at a time. They toss “Powderfinger” anthem 
chords into the climax of “This Thing Nowhere” like a golden afterthought. 
They do two hair-flapping dance numbas ("Kid's Allright,” “Balentine”), 
with references to Cher and flares, then blow off that groove. Mostly, Car- 
ol's lyrics are affably vague — it's either the second-language thing kick- 
ing in, or pop psychology meets everyday talk. But let's read the glorious 
“Tom Boy" (also available as a single) as a feminist anthem, shall we? “Call 
mea tomboy and| love it,” Carol breathes, double-tracked to heaven. “ ‘Cuz 
only a tomboy could stand above it — or simply change it.” She — and her 
band — make everything sound so darn easy.

I set the admission price at two bucks, just enough to cover 
costs but affordable for virtually everyone. The Thursday before 
the show, Todd Barkan’s partner Chuck LaPaglia called: “Please 
have one or two people from your organization help out at the 
door,” he said with uncharacteristic urgency. “We're getting 
swamped with phone calls.” Organization? Hah! But Dan Ouel- 
lette, Tom Whitmore, and Mark Westlund came through.

Assuming she’s not 
Anita Bryant's illegiti- 
mate daughter, Santa 
Rosa conceptual artist 
Monica Bryantis a chip 
off the old block. Her 
mother designed win- 
dow displays in Kansas 
way back in the 1940s, 
and is the inspiration 
behind her own Rear 
Window aesthetic. 
With a cubist bent, cin- 


ematic sensibility, and her tongue-in-chic, Bryant strips down the familiar sidewalk 
sideshow to expose the lurid realities lurking beneath the glitzy veneer. In doing so, 
she gives her stylish tableaux a squeaky dirty look that’s closer to German expression- 
ism than Sax Fifth Avenue. Last month’s model is a muddy mascara mess; “dolls” are 
sheet-metal silhouettes suspended above checkerboard runways. Male window shop- 
pers are reduced to old hats who eyeball department store dummies inside glass 
cages, while transparent/opaque curtains filter the flickering multilayered fantasies 


slip-slidin’ inside your head.
